Extension of the MTA sys¬ 
tem over the Highland branch 
of the Boston and Albany rail¬ 
road won preliminary approval 
Monday when the Legislative 
Committee on Metropolitan Af¬ 
fairs voted 9 to 6 in favor of a 
bill giving such authorization.

Since research on gastric can¬ 
cer is so closely bound to the 
treatment of patients with vir¬ 
tually any sort of gastrointes¬ 
tinal disease, the Gastro intes¬ 
tinal Laboratory at the Boston 
City Hospital is attempting to 
devise methods for the early 
recognition of this lesion. 

Because the intestinal tract 
is not readily accessible to the 
physician and ho must rely 
heavily on a wide variety of 
direct methods such as x-ray 
diagnosis and the use of in¬ 
struments which visualize the 
interior of the stomach and in¬ 
testines. Secretion of these or¬ 
gans must be obtained by in¬ 
troduction of tubes and stud 
led by chemical and microscop¬ 
ic methods. 

One patient with gastroin¬ 
testinal symptoms may require 
the skilled attention of many. 
Including medically trained 
doctors, surgeons, pathologists, 
radiologies and others before 
his condition is satisfactorily 
recognized and treated. 

A high degree of collabora¬ 
tion is necessary to accomplish 
this. Bostoi City Hospital pro¬ 
vides excellent facilities and 
highly trained personnel for 
this purpose. Indeed, both in 
the matter of facilities and per¬ 
sonnel it is among the outstand 
ing. 

It is clear at this time that 
although more efficient diag¬ 
nostic methods such as enzyme 
determination, biopsies, secre¬ 
tion analyses and others are 
coming into more common us¬ 
age, it is only through funda¬ 
mental studies of the chemical 
processes of cells will the can¬ 
cer potential of any cell be 
clearly understood and success¬ 
fully combatted.

Senator Donald L. Gibba 
i R-Newton), accompanied by 
Senator Philip G. Bowker (R- 
Brookline), inspected two miles 
of the Newton roadbed of the 
boston A Albany railroad’s 
Highland branch Saturday and 
said in their opinion it “defi¬ 
nitely is not good shape.” 

They sAid the $50,000 the 
BAA plans to spend for re¬ 
pairs on the line would make 
the roadbed “Just above the 
danger line.” 

According to the senators,, 
the railroad had two crews re¬ 
placing ties with other second¬ 
hand ties taken from an aban¬ 
doned railroad line at Erie, Pa. 
and that about 2000 ties will 
have to be replaced. 

“The rails arc in good shape,” 
the senators reported, “except 
in the vicinity of stations where 
they seem to show wear.” 

Last month Gibbs and Bow¬ 
ker filed a resolve for a De¬ 
partment of Public Utilities in¬ 
vestigation of “run down condi¬ 
tions” revealed in an MTA sur¬ 
vey of the route.

entire area. The meeting, after 
electing Mayor Whitmore per¬ 
manent chairman of the organ¬ 
ization, voted to have him ap¬ 
point a committee of nine for 
the purpose of establishing a 
permanent group. 

Yesterday (Wednesday) May¬ 
or Whitmore stated that he 
was now considering the forma¬ 
tion of such a committee which 
would be selected on a geogra¬ 
phical basis, with three each 
from the south, west and north 
of Boston, and that the commit¬ 
tee chosen would be announced 
soon. 

In opening the meeting held 
at City Hall last week, Mayor 
Whitmore outlined what he be¬ 
lieved was the need for the for¬ 
mation of such a permanent or¬ 
ganization. He stated: 

“In the letter or invitation to 
come here this evening I en¬ 
deavored to state briefly the 
broad purpose and general sub¬ 
ject matter of the meeting. It 
was staled that ‘one of the 
most compler problems which 
confronts us as local officials 
is the present and future con¬ 
cern and responsibility which 
we and our communities may 
have in relation to the changes, 
growth and developments which 
are occurring within the metro¬ 
politan area.' 

“Your presence would appear 
to Indicate your awareness of 
and int?rest in these complex 
problems and developments, as 
well as in proposals which con¬ 
front all of us in many related 
fields of concern. 

“At this point it may be well 
to make it clear to whom invita¬ 
tions were extended. There are 
many possible definitions of 
what constitutes the metropoli¬ 
tan area of Greater Boston. 
Without meaning to be arbi¬ 
trary, it seemed that the area 
could logically be defined to 
include those cities and towns 
on which assessments are plac¬ 
ed by the Metropolitan District 
Commission for water, parks 
and boulevards, and the sewer¬ 
age systems, north and south. 
There are 45 communites in 
this category, according to the 
ublic Document 92, Common¬ 
wealth of Massachusetts. If, in 
addition to th *se 45 communi¬ 
ties, there are others, I wish to 
assure them that there was no 
intentional oversight in extend¬ 
ing the invitations. 

“In addition to establishing a 
geographical limitations, it ap¬ 
peared wise at this first meet¬ 
ing to extend invitations only 
to those who are the executive 
heads of their respective cities 
and towns; hence mayors, city 
managers and chairmen of 
boards of selectmen wei^. invit¬ 
ed. Several communities in ad¬ 
dition to those in the M.D.C, 
area indicated their desire to 
participate. We are pleased to 
welcome them also, as well as 
members of boards of select¬ 
men who may be here with 
their chairmen, and others in 
attendance. 

“Contrary to the suspicions 
of some, I would like to empha¬ 
size that you have not been in¬ 
vited here for the purpose of 
supporting my individual point 
of view on matters of particular 
concern to the city of Newton. 
We are not asking you to bail 
us out. You are aware, however, 
that some of these matters are 
of direct and real importance to 
the area. 

“It is not my intention or con¬ 
ception of the purpose or ob¬ 
jective of this meeting, or such 
others as may follow, to pro¬ 
pose or advocate metropolitan 
government, any form of annex¬ 
ation of any cities or towns to 
any others, or to limit in any 
way the constitutional, statu¬ 
tory or legal rights of any poli¬ 
tical subdivision. ‘Home rule’ is 
to me a necessary, desirable 
and sacred principle which 
should not only be advocated 
and protected, but continuous¬ 
ly strengthened. We should not 
and do not need to sacrifice the 
philosophies of freedom and lim-

itation of governmental au¬ 
thority to accomplish construc¬ 
tive and beneficial results. 

“These statements should dis¬ 
pel any ideas or thoughts that 
may have existed that some 
new or drastic changes in gov¬ 
ernmental structures were to 
be aovocated or suggested. 

“Those of us who have attend¬ 
ed the Boston College Seminars, 
so ably planned and conducted 
over the past three years, have 
been impressed, I am sure, by 
the revelations of able and ex¬ 
perienced men, familiar with 
the problems of the area, as 
to the changes which r.re oc¬ 
curring around us. The semi¬ 
nars have been truly stimulat¬ 
ing. Boston College is perform¬ 
ing a real public service for 
which we are all truly grateful. 

“Not only have the changes, 
actual and in process, been cit¬ 
ed by the conferees at the semi¬ 
nars but the needs ahead and 
the shortcomings and the many 
obstacles in the path of pro¬ 
gress have been stressed. The 
desire to help, to be of assist¬ 
ance, to have a part in the re¬ 
surgence of the area has been 
kindled to the point where 
many have been endeavoring 
to do something to promote the 
action which everyone is urging. 

“One of the reasons why it 
has been so difficult to get ac¬ 
tion is the great number and 
variations of independent plans 
promoted by i n d i v i duals, 
groups or organizations prima¬ 
rily interested in their particu¬ 
lar projects, which arc only 
phases of the whole broad prob¬ 
lem. 

“In most instances govern¬ 
mental agencies, individuals and 
groups are endeavoring to dis¬ 
charge their legal responsibili¬ 
ties fully and faithfully, or to 
attain the objectives and pur¬ 
poses of their organizations. 
But there is no coordination of 
these independent efforts even 
when they have a commonness 
of purpose of public good. Of¬ 
ten there is a lack of presenta¬ 
tion of full, factual information, 
although such information is 
available if one knows where to 
find it. There is no central 
source of information on most 
matters. 

“Let me quote from the pre¬ 
liminary report of the regional 
planning and industrial develop¬ 
ment committee of the Greater 
Boston Area Council, dated 
February 13, 1953. which pre¬ 
sents the situation quite clear¬ 
ly: 

‘Are things improving as they 
change? Are we moving toward 
brtter living conditions, more 
attractive environment, for 
more people, toward more pros¬ 
perous business and industry, 
toward le^ waste of time and 
money, more efficiency, more 
convenience? Each individual 
citizen and company tries, of 
course. Ea -h of the ‘ forty to 
Sixty separate cities and towns 
tries, through its own city plan¬ 
ning, zoning and subdivision 
control. The Metropolitan Dist¬ 
rict Commission, the 
Metropolitan Transit Authority, 
and a number of other inde¬ 


pendent public bodies, each 
tries as it goes about its own 
separate aspect of Greater Bos¬ 
ton’s business. The State De¬ 
partment of Public Works tries, 
as it builds new expressways. 
In f "ct, literally hundreds of ef¬ 
forts toward improvement are 
being made. 

‘But it is also a fact that 
there is no coordination of these 
independent efforts. There is no 
attempt to organize them, to 
see that they contribute to each 
other and to a common goal. 
Indeed, there is no agreement 
on a goal. Is it any wonder that 
sometimes they work at cross 
purposes? That confusion, dis¬ 
order, congestion and taxes 
seem to mount, in spite of them. 
It would seem obvious that co¬ 
operation p.nong all these pub¬ 
lic and civic bodies that are 
working toward the same gen¬ 
eral purposes would result in 
more effective action, and as¬ 
surance of far greater value 
per public and private dollar 
spent.’ 

“While it certainly is not al¬ 
ways true, there is in most in¬ 
stances a desire to cooperate 
for a common goal. But there 
is a lack of knowledge as to 
how cooperation can be accom¬ 
plished, the methods to be fol¬ 
lowed and from what source 
leadership may be effectively 
secured and public education 
provided. Citizen support may 
be available, but not united or 
heard. 

“On the other hand, there are 
occasions (examples of which 
are current) where information 
is not available and where there 
arc indications that it is with¬ 
held, deliberately or otherwise. 
It is possible that in some in¬ 
stances there are valid reasons 
for such withholding. 

“I should like at this point 
to emphasize again that this 
is not my meeting, but rather 
‘our’ meeting to discuss pos¬ 
sible ways and means of solv¬ 
ing our common problems. It 
is up to us to determine what 
course of action, if any, we 
care to take now and in the 
future. The question may well 
be asked ‘What can we mayors, 
city managers and selectmen 
do to promote common benefits 
and a general betterment for 
the whole area and at the same 
time discharge our responsibili¬ 
ties of safeguarding our indi¬ 
vidual communities?’. The fur¬ 
ther question might also be ask¬ 
ed: ‘If we organize, either for¬ 
mally or informally, will we 
not be merely setting in mo¬ 
tion another group to add to 
the many now in existence, in¬ 
cluding governmental, quasi¬ 
public and private groups or 
agencies, and thereby present 
another obstacle in the path of 
accomplishments?’ My personal 
answer to this would be that 
we are the closest to the peo¬ 
ple in the communities, and 
that as elected municipal offi¬ 
cials, we are the group charged 
with the responsibility of trans¬ 
ferring thoughts for construc¬ 
tive action on behalf of our 
communities. We are the ones 


who should obtain Information, 
weigh the pros and cons of pro¬ 
posals, estimate the broad ef¬ 
fects on our communities, edu¬ 
cate our people and discuss is¬ 
sues with them. 

“This does not mean that the 
members of the general court 
do not also represent the peo¬ 
ple of communities which com¬ 
prise their districts, or that we 
wish to circumvent or short 
circuit their able representa¬ 
tion at the state level. Rather, 

I would say that our function 
should be to confer and consult 
with legislative groups on an 
organization or group basis rel¬ 
ative to our respective view¬ 
points on problems which ar? 
common to the people and the, 
communities of the metropoli¬ 
tan area. 

“It is my suggestion, gentle¬ 
men, that we take positive and 
affirmative action to play an 
aggressive and significant role 
in framing proposals for the 
common good of our communi¬ 
ties and for reviewing and dis¬ 
cussing such proposals as may 
be made by others. We should 
retain our independence of ac¬ 
tion as we individually see fit 
but unite whenever we feel we 
can for the advancement of the 
general good of the area. We 
should request that we be fully 
consulted and informed on all 
matters in which we have an 
interest. We should ask to be 
Included in exploratory propo¬ 
sals or discussions. Whenever 
and wherever possible, we 
should coordinate our efforts. 
True, we cannot and should not 
think alike on all matters, but 
I am sure w»e can find many 
areas of agreement which will 
permit cooperative and coordi¬ 
nated planning and construc¬ 
tive action among ourselves and 
others. 

“For the purposes and advan¬ 
tages which are too numerous 
to mention, I feel we should or¬ 
ganize in some manner to make 
our vojees heard and our in¬ 
fluence* felt as a group. How¬ 
ever, as I have said before, ‘This 
is not my meeting.’ I am me":*/ 
providing the ‘use of the h* ' ’ 
as the saying goes, and gls/Vy 
leave it to you to dete tt 
where and how you may chc? • 
to go on from here. 

“Before proceeding with sr • 
gestions from you genttemc:. 
may I add that I have hr.d 
many letters endorsing the pur¬ 
poses of the meeting, urging 
that we go forward in a move¬ 
ment from the grass roots, of¬ 
fering help and assistance in 
various ways, and wishing us 
success in every way. People 
are looking to us for construc¬ 
tive action — perhaps too much 
so. but I believe that with the 
will, determination, energy, pa- * 
tience, and with the abilities we 
have within this group, we can 
contribute much for the benefit 
of our own and the collective 
community. I think we can 
agree that it is worth a real 
all-out effort at this time when 
our problems are becoming 
more numerous, complex and 
critical, day by day.

Despite the Board of Aider- 
men’s Monday night decision 
to use $600,000 of the city’s sur¬ 
plus in setting the 1957 tax rate, 
tht rate is still expected to in¬ 
crease over the present $48.20 
figure. 

A record budget of $16,345,700 
—a million dollars higher than 
la>t year’s—will make a tax 
ris probable, although use of 
dl.e surplus runds voted rep¬ 
resents a $2.50 reduction on the 
tax rate. 

Mayor Howard Whitmore, 
Jr., had recommended that 
$850,000 be used out of the city’s 
surplus, but the boa»-d cut $250,- 
000 from that figure. The city’s 
surplus totals approximately a 
million and a quarter dollars. 

The Board of Assessors is ex¬ 
pected to submit its figures to 
the State Department of Cor¬ 
porations and Taxation within 
a few days, for the new rate.

The decision of the Board of 
Aldermen to use only $600,000 
of Newton’s available surplus 
to hold down the ’57 tax rate 
will force Newton taxpayers to 
pay about $1 more on their rate 
than is reasonably necessary, 
according to Lorenz F. Muther.

Sales Tax Bill Now Appears 
■To Have Chance of Passing 

Governor Furcolo appears to be making some head' 
way in his baek-to-the-wall battle for the enactment of a 
limited 3 per cent sales tax. Where Furcolo’s fight seemed 
to be virtually hopeless two or three weeks ago, even his 
opponents now privately concede that the critical vote in 
the House is likely to be extremely close. 

Furcolo probably will not achieve the passage of the 
sales tax bill in its present form. But he might accomplish 
its enactment after some minor revisions in the measure, 
iiotably the exemption of heavy maohinery used for pro¬ 
duction. 

The Governor still is facing an uphill struggle, with 
the odds slightly against him. His influence and patron¬ 
age, however, are beginning to show an impact upon the 
Legislature. 

A number of law-makers who look coldly upon a sales 
tax and instinctively shrink away from one, have yielded 
to Governor Furcolo’s persuasion and pressure and will 
stand with him on the issue when the chips are down. 

Others are wavering, trying to assess the political 
consequences involved, whatever way they vote, and to 
determine what effort a stand for or against the sales tax 
would have upon their own prospects for gaining re- 
election.

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Correct Construction 
Helj is Prevent Fires 

By NEWTON FIRE PREVENTION BUREAU 


Importance of Proper 
Building Construction 

Fire Chiefs in every commun¬ 
ity can point out buildings 
which would be classed as Are 
traps and which he regards as 
having defects both as to con¬ 
struction and occupancy which 
would tax the fire department 
to the utmost with serious dan¬ 
ger to life, and which, under 
unfavorable conditions, might 
result in a spreading fire involv¬ 
ing other buildings. 

For many years the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters and 
other organizations maintained 
by the capital stock Are insur¬ 
ance companies have studied 
these conditions and attempted 
in various ways to have un¬ 
satisfactory conditions remedi¬ 
ed and thus aid in reducing the 
enormous destruction of life 
and property which has taken 
place over the past years. 

The increased cost of con¬ 
struction and the attendant in¬ 
crease in taxation emphasize 
the importance of reducing 
these Are losses. The loss in 
taxable values alone may have 
a serious impact, and failure 
of a burned-out industry to re¬ 
build may seriously affect a 
community in a number of 
ways. 

Fire experience has clearly 
indicated that a large percent¬ 
age of the serious losses of life 
and property are due to faults

in building construction. The in¬ 
stallation of dividing walls to 
reduce areas, the enclosure of 
stairways and other vertical 
openings from floor to floor, the 
fire stopping of walls, and other 
features necessary to restrict 
♦ he spread of Are. safeguard 
life and aid the Aremen in ex¬ 
tinguishing a Are have often 
been omitted either because of 
their cost or because of ignor 
ance on the part of the builder 
or owner as to the need of such 
safeguard. Even some so-called 
Areproof buildings are serious¬ 
ly deAcient in some of these im 
portant points. 

Every city and town in the 
United States should be prepar¬ 
ed for future building programs 
by having a modern up-to-date 
building code, with provisions 
for strict enforcement. Where 
there is need for the adoption 
of a new code, the Arst step 
usually is to appoint a building 
code committee, such a commit¬ 
tee can well expedite its work 
by using the Natidnal Building 
Code or the National Building 
Code as recommended by the 
National Board of Fire Under¬ 
writers. 

The committee can make 
comparisons with the existing 
regulations in the city, and with 
codes of other cities, and see 
what changes, if any, are need¬ 
ed to make the code fit local 
conditions. To aid in the work 
the National Board of Fire Un 
derwrlters will provide any city 
or town with copies of the code 
to be used as the basis of study 
by any committee appointed to 
prepare a suitable code for the 
community. 

In addition, the National 
Board has on its staff engineers 
who are available for consulta¬ 
tion work, without cost to the 
community, both in reviewing

ure of the line by the turnpike- 
building group. 

This move by Callahan, said 
the mayor, hints that *he Au¬ 
thority intends to take over 
the Highland branch shortly 
after the MTA steps in. Such 
a “quick switch" is made neces¬ 
sary by state law, since the 
Turnpike Authority is given 
power to seize any land except 
that owned by railroads. 

But the mayor raised the 
question whether it is possible 
for one state agency to seize 
another’s property. Another 
question was whether the land 
would still be considered rail¬ 
road property even after the 
MTA stepped in. 

Mayor Whitmore, in addition 
to demanding the investigation, 
also repeated an oft-made re¬ 
quest for information on the 
Turnpike Authority’s plans. Al¬ 
though Newton has figured 
prominently in the toll road de¬ 
bate — with the road pointly 
directly at the city — just 
what the Authority plans to 
do now has been a closely- 
guarded secret. 

“Does the Authority intend 
to develop the branch line into 
a toll road extension into Bos¬ 
ton?" he questioned.

For years the sales tax has been a political bugaboo 
in Massachusetts. Most public office-holders ran away 
from it, fearful that supporting it would be tantamount to 
committing political suicide. A few years ago, when a sales 
tax bill was before the House, ohc lone vote was recorded 
in favor of it. That vote was cast by Republican Repre¬ 
sentative Theodore J. Vaitscs of Melrose. Ironically, Vait- 
ses is opposing Furcolo’s bill. 

Furcolo’s hold, all-out drive for a sales tax has 
at least partly dispelled the theory that any politico 
who came out for such a tax would he ringing down 
the curtain on his own career. 

The Governor is an experienced and accomplished 
professional politician whose very public life itself depends 
upon his ability to hold a sensitive finger at the public 
pulse and to judge the sentiment of the people. 

He has won two campaigns for Congress, one for 
State Treasurer and one for the Governorship. He went 
into two Democratic State conventions and both times 
came out with the nominations he was seeking, defeating 
Executive Councillor Patrick J. McDonough for the guber¬ 
natorial endorsement in 1956 and Congressman Philip J. 
Philbin for the senatorial nomination in 1954. 

Fureoln wouldn’t have written those victories into 
the record books if he had made any mistakes along the 
way, and he obviously didn’t believe he was cutting his 
own political throat when he advocated a sales tax and 
threw just about everything except the State House dome 
into his fight to get one. 

Either he’s making a terrific political blunder, or the 
legislators who fear that a vote for the sales tax would 
cost them the seats they hold are wrong in their appraisal 
of the public thinking. 

The opinion is gradually building up on Beacon Hill 
that Furcolo may be right in his estimate that there would 
be no bad public reactions to a sales tax—if the tax does 
all the things the Governor and its other proponents say 
it will, including lowering real estate taxes, bringing new 
business to Massachusetts and generally making this a 
more prosperous State. 

Bift a sizable number of legislators, particularly on 
the Democratic side, are still unconvinced and aren t ready 
to run the risk Furcolo is taking. They can still see the 
bugaboo that might spell defeat and disaster. 

From the implications that could be drawn from the 
remarks made by members of the legislative committee on 
taxation during the sales tax hearing it appears that the 
vote within the committee may be very close, whichever 
way it goes. 

The crucial test, of course, will come oil the floor of 
the House ami, if the measure survives its journey 
through that legislative branch, it will face another 
bruising battle in the State Senate. But there is no ques¬ 
tion but that a favorable committee report would be 
an important psychological development. You may be 
sure Furcolo will do everything within his power to 
get one. 

A question which remains to be answered and which 
mav determine whether the sales lax bill will be passed 
or defeated is what the Republican position w ill be on the 
Governor’s proposal. 

No top GOP leaders appeared in favor or against the 
measure during the hearings in the Gardner Auditorium. 

However, Representative Arthur G. Heaney, Newton 
Republican and one of the committee members, asked 
some of the proponents what they would think of a bill 
calling for a 2 per cent sales tax, with all the money col¬ 
lected going back to the cities and towqs. 

Heaney didn’t come right out and say what he thought 
of such an idea, but he created the impression by the 
phrasing of his inquiries that he would prefer it to the 
Governor’s measure. That might or might not be the 
tip-off as to the Republican attitude. 

Governor Furcolo persuaded 10 Democratic legis¬ 
lators to appear in favor of the sales tax bill during the 
hearings. He has lined up two or three Democrats on the 
taxation committee. He has the promise of other Demo¬ 
crats that they w'ill vote for the measure when it reaches 
the floor of the House. And he is working on still others. 
But he can’t possibly win his fight without substantial 
Republican help.

To Remove Last Vestige Of 
Old Narrow Gauge Railroad 

A few days ago, the State Department of Public 
Works opened bids for the task of removing the last tan¬ 
gible reminder of what was once one of the best-paying 
transit laeilities in the United Stales. 

The project calls for the complete demolition of the 
old 1035-foot stretch of timber trestle near Washington 
avenue in Winthrop. With its removal, the last vestige of 
what was once the Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn Railroad 
wdll bo eiased. 

Once the trestle carried w'ell-loaded passenger cars 
over the marshes at that point. The trains ran frequently. 
They carried men and women to work in the morning and 
back home at night. They carried families on picnics and 
outings to the beaches in the summer. They defied the 
toughest winter days to keep up to a pretty exacting 
schedule. 

The Narrow Gauge (no one called it by its legal name) 
never got much of a play on Wall or State streets. Nothing 
like the Pennsylvania or the New York Central or the 
Canadian Pacific. It was just a little railroad that sent its 
rolling stock over a ridiculously narrow' gauge and tossed 
in a bit of salt water travel all for the price of a dime. 

But in its hey-day—and its hey-day lasted a long 
time—it was about as sound a financial institution as 
could be found among transit companies anywhere. You 
weren’t on its trains long enough to worry about such 
modern conveniences as air-conditioning. An open wundow

and the good salt tang of the Atlantic tock care of that. 
You weren’t on the ferry which carried you across the 
harbor between Atlantic avenue and East Boston long 
enough to get seasick. They had their compensations— 
those ferries. Often you’d pass the mightiest of trans¬ 
atlantic liners which made Boston a port of call. Often you 
could watch the bon voyages from their decks as a huge 
Cunardcr loaded at her East Boston docks. 

Here was transportation at its very best—swift, clean, 
safe and dependable. And cheap, to boot. 

But then came the automobile. It started carrying 
people to work in the morning and home at night. It 
started carrying families to the beaches at Revere, Beach- 
rnont, Winthrop and Lynn. Sometimes the automobile got 
smashed. Sometimes, too, they pulled bodies from the 
wreckage. 

But the automobile got stronger and stronger. The 
Narrow Gauge got weaker and weaker. The taxpayers 
built nice roads for the automobiles. They began to think 
of the Narrow Gauge as a ridiculous way to get where 
you were going. 

And pretty soon the Narrow Gauge died. Folks said 
it was a shame. But they never found a real substitute 
for it. The destruction of the last remnant of the Narrow 
Gauge will bring back nostalgic memories to many people 
—memories of a more leisurely day when a ride on the 
Narrow Gauge and a squat, slow-moving ferry was quite 
an outing.

Milk Board Ouster Hearing 
Setting Record For Dullness 

Governor Furcolo probably regrets that he ever be¬ 
came involved in the attempt to oust Matthew J. Collins 
and Mrs. Mary J. Schindler from the State Milk Control 
Commission. 

Furcolo indicated before the removal hearings were 
started that he thought a three- or four-hour session was 
all that would be required. He certainly has been disil¬ 
lusioned. 

He now finds himself enmeshed in what promises to 
bo a long, drawn-out battle over two comparatively minor 
jobs. It’s entirely possible that the terms of Collins and 
Mrs. Schindler will expire before this conflict is finally 
resolved. 

Since the Governor has divided his ouster drive into 
two parts—first, to get rid of Collins and then, if he 
succeeds in that, to take up his case against Mrs. Schind¬ 
ler—the whole thing can be dragged on ad infinitum. 

If Furcolo finally decides to remove Collins, he 
must then place the matter before the Executive Coun¬ 
cil where another prolonged tight can be expected. On 
top of that, counsel for Collins and Mrs. Schindler have 
indicated that before the case is finally concluded, they 
may take it to the Supreme Court. 

Furcolo presumably now is devoting time to the con¬ 
flict over two relatively unimportant jobs that he cannot 
afford to spend—time that he undoubtedly would prefer 
to be utilizing to line up legislators in support of his sales 
tax bill. 

No small portion of the time consumed in the present 
hearings goes into the Governor’s unsuccessful attempts 
to speed up the proceedings. As the hearings have drag¬ 
ged on, the Governor has found himself pressing sharp¬ 
ly at some times and cajoling at others in order to get his 
ouster machinery into high gear. 

At one point he called a recess and pleaded with his 
own counsel and the lawyers for Collins to get together 
and determine on what points they were in agreement, as 
a means of expediting the whole process. After 10 min¬ 
utes the lawyers came back. They had been able to see 
eye-to-eye on only a few minor matters. That was all. 
The hearings droned on. 

Originally billed as a swift, knock-down-drag-out 
battle which would keep spectators on the edge of the 
seats, the hearings actually have become the dullest heard 
in the State House in some time. Anyone in search of 
excitement could do better dropping into almost any hear¬ 
ing room where a legislative committee is considering 
a bill. 

The squad of justices the Governor originally planned 
to have on hand to sit in on the ouster proceedings and 
give it a non-oflicial okay have been fortunate. Aside from 
the time they would have to take away from their judicial 
duties, they’d have been bored to the point of exhaustion. 

How different from the wholesale oustings ordered 
and obtained early in the term of former Governor James 
M. Curley! Those were really something from the stand¬ 
point of verbal and legal pyrotechnics. 

There wasn’t an inch of standing room available. 
They had wild displays of temper, brilliant bursts of ora¬ 
tory. They had their moments of pathos and humor, of 
shrewd, dazzling bits of political shennanieans and real, 
waterfront-tavern brawling. 

there was more and swifter action packed into a 
couple ot hours then than can be expected to emerge from 
the piesent deadly-dull Hearings. It would be fairly safe 
to guess that Governor Furcolo not only is weary of the 
entire controversy but that he never would have started if 
it he could have foreseen what was to happen.

veniences and luxuries for our¬ 
selves. Most families have a 
car, and. according to (he Kip- 
lingrr Magazine, 96 per cent 
have efrigerators, 86 per cent 
have washing machines, one 
out. of 12 an air-conditioner, and 
one out of 8 a clothes dryer. 
Electric irons, toasters, coffee 
pots and electric fans, radio, if 
not TV. (which one judge, in 
permitting money to he spent 
for it, decided was a neces¬ 
sity) have become common¬ 
places in the average family. 

All these have to be paid for. 
So do the new and moiv exten¬ 
sive public services, or else they 
have to be given up. Citizens do, 
however, have the right and 
duty to demand that th?y be 
honestly, efficiently and impar¬ 
tially administered. 

Since taxes take so generous 
a proportion of income, it is of 
prime importance that they 
should he levied fairly, so that 
people in the same financial 
condition pay the same amount, 
those better off pay according 
to their ability, and those worse 
off snould pay according to 
their financial position. 

This country was founded for 
the purpose of securing the 
blessings c* liberty, and of es¬ 
tablishing justice. Sometimes 
wo seem to forget about the 
justice, except in so far as it 
is the concern of th-.» courts. 
However, justice is the business 
of every branch of government, 
and of every citizen, since this 
! is a government of the people 
' and for the people. 

The Supreme Court has said, 
“The power o*' taxation is the 
one great power which under- 
, lies the whole fabric of gov- 
I eminent. Therefore, that this 
j critical power should be used 
justly is fundamental to the 
I integrity of our government.” 

Local taxes arc closest to the 
| people, who have become more 
and more conscious that there 
is wide injustice in local assess¬ 
ments. They get tiled of seeing 
a house on one side of a street 
taxed far more than one like 
it across the road; tired, too, 
of hearing that single houses, 
double houses, and business 
property are taxed at different 
percentage of their fair value 
(this ha ■ the same effect as if 
different tax rates were used 
for each); angry at learning 
that some property is not even 
on the tax rolls. 

Demands for new overall lo¬ 
cal assessments have been in 
the air in Massachusetts for 
some time. Such a local re-as¬ 
sessment is undertaken by vote 
of the community. It is concern¬ 
ed with the relationships of 
property within the community. 
It is for the purpose of secur¬ 
ing equal treatment, not equal 
taxes, for all taxpayers by as¬ 
sessing all on the same basis.

Editor Newton Graphic: 

Your head line in the last 
edition of the “Graphic” should 
have been, “Immoderate Pay 
Hike Voted ’ to all Newton em¬ 
ployees This at least would 
have been considered greater 
than moderate, and a step for¬ 
ward in the nght direction. 

Th? pay raises, o* - salary in¬ 
creases as granted to the rank 
and flic of city employees; was, 
beyond any question of doubt— 
the least, an l the minimum that 
coula have been given—quite 
insufficient to cop^ with the 
pres ot high cost of living and 
unjust to the workers in the 
lowex oaid classifications, i.e., 
raising some employees beyond 
the maximum as established, 
comr arable with other classi¬ 
fications—plus other added ben¬ 
efits 

The pay-raises w^re unfair, 
unjust, and unwarranted as 
given N( consideration was 
given to the work value and 
job performance of other em¬ 
ployees. Their increments or 
increases remained the same as 
originally established. Rais¬

salary of some without raising 
it for others; is to me, quite 
unfair 

Tne just and fairest way to 
solve this problem and to please 
each and every employee, was 
to give a general increase of 
the same amount. This could 
and would he based on the 
cost of living, and not on the 
increment standard, as set with 
the original salary increases 
which is now negated- due to 
dollar depreciation and infla¬ 
tion. 

A cost of living bonus should 
now be included in the supple¬ 
mentary budget. The raise as 
given was in fact the same rule 
of f humb as used and applied 
in the job re classification sched¬ 
ule to most employees. It did¬ 
n’t ial;e into account or consid¬ 
er the rising costs the living 
scab? since first applied. 

Only 9 months or the incre¬ 
ment will be received or only 
75 penent of the full amount. 
Three months will be lost to 
evc.v salaried emrloyee, so 
classified. Therefore, any em¬ 
ployee whose raise was bascil 
on th'* original job re-classifica¬ 
tion ^cheduk?. for all employees 
—with a minimum and maxi¬ 
mum established and set tor 
each and every cmrloyee- the 
raise will only total that as 
given above. So once again, 
the till, increment will not be 
received this year—regardless 
of now high the cost of living 
goes.

T don’t know how this raise 
was ai rived at, hut I do know 
that s^nc employers made out 
quite well, and much better 
than others irregardless of 
groi p or iob classification All 
job increments snould have 
been increased above the origi¬ 
nal foi all salaried employees 
—when the plan to give raises 
under 'his schedule was adopt¬ 
ed. Otherwise, a general pay 
raise was the only alternative. 

Later on. the job reclassifi¬ 
cation schedule could be re- 
vamped, and studies made by 
a neutral commission of three 
members ar to be appointed 
by thj Mayor with the full ap¬ 
proval of the Board. Any favor¬ 
itism would be barred. All 
discrepancies would be ironed 
out. and readjustments made 
whtv * possible. Wages would 
be brought up-to-date with the 
cost of living as the basis for 
so determining each job classi¬ 
fication. Trving to tie in a raise 
with the schedule when un¬ 
warranted pr un-caliod for, on 
any ether basis—is both un¬ 
wise rnd unfair. 

Eaf*b and every employee of 
the city has a trust and a re¬ 
sponsibility to perform his or 
her job to the best of his or 
her ability. No employee should 
receive preferred treatment at 
the expense of any other. All 
shouH be considered equal when 
raises are tc be given. 

Ea ;b and every employee has 
to meet the present high cost 
of living out of his or her take- 
home pay. Every employee 
pays the same price for the 
necessities of life. Many times 
a smaM raise will work to his 
disadvantage and put him in a 
higher income bracket, with a 
muen *arger tax to nay—out of 
proportion to his salary in¬ 
crease 

Each and every employee 
would like to see his standard 
of living increase, and to' be 
able to give up his part-time 
job, and devote full time to the 
city. He could also keep his 
wife fiom working, and be able 
to buy a steak once in a while 
and not subsist on hamburg 
alone. Every employee likes 
to eat good and nourishing 
food. This makes them strong 
and healthy and better work¬ 
ers f oj the city. Each em¬ 
ployee would like to save some¬ 
thing for that inevitable rainy 
day, something they cannot do 
with their present wages, un¬ 
less increased substantially 

Each and every employee 
shouid have sick benefits anA 
insurance—as planned and 
adopted by the State employees 
and many other municipalities. 

Each and every employee 
would like to see longevity rec¬ 
ognized—with a better method 
than none at present—recogniz¬ 
ing vacation periods with due 
regards to sick leave, as being 
separate. This to come after a 
certain number of years em¬ 
ployment—on a graduated scale 
or length of service. 

Finally, each and every em¬ 
ployee would like to get a fair 
and even break all-around. They 
have a God-given right to ex¬ 
pect a fair and a just wage A 
right to complain, which is 
theirs as natural and human— 
when wages are concerned. 
Witn a better standard of liv¬ 
ing and better wages, will come 
better labor-management rela¬ 
tions. This can all be accom- 
plisned through happy and sat¬ 
isfied city employees, w r ho will 
then become an asset and not 
a liability to our city. This 
could then mean a better city 
in wnich to work and live; with 
hope and better prospects for 
the future—for all employees. 

These, together with faith 
and trust in God for continued 
health and happiness—these 
then, are my sincere wishes 
for all of the city employees— 
of Newton.

HIGH SCHOOL STUDENTS 
REGISTER IN MID-JUNK 

This week the first of about 
500 junior high school and ele¬ 
mentary school pupils, in 
grades two through eight, will 
begin signing up for the sum 
mer program. High school stu¬ 
dents will legister in mid-June 
at the Newton High Summer 
School office, 40 Elm toad, 
Newtonviile.

The Carmens will also talk 
with military, diplomatic, politi¬ 
cal and Jewish leaders in Eu¬ 
rope, will visit many World War 
II battlegrounds and shrines 
and will decorate memorials to 
American war dead in Italy, 
France and England.

When a new lawn is made in 
the spring an early start is ad 
visable so that the new grass 
may become established before 
the ordeal of hot weather. As 
soon as the frost is out of the 
ground, and the soil is dry 
enough to work the lawn area 
may be prepared. Never work 
wet soil. 

Grass will grow in poor soil, 
and its roots are soil builders; 
but a porous soil enriched with 
organic matter, 4 to 6 inches 
deep, will bring faster and 
more lasting results. Additions 
to the soil should be spread 
evenly and mixed thoroughly 
with the existing soil, not ap¬ 
plied as a thin top layer. 

Grass will not thrive in acid 
soil, so a check should be made 
on this point. The soil should 
test at least pH7, which is the 
neutral point. Crushed lime¬ 
stone is best to correct acidity, 
and also improves the texture 
of heavy clay soil, causing too- 
fine particles to collect in 
crumbs which permit both air 
and water to pass between 
them. 

After the soil has been turned 
over, large lumps should be 
broken up and the surface lev¬ 
eled. because it will be difficult 
to fill low spots after the grass 
has started. A rake is the best 
tool for leveling and removing 
stones and debris. 

A pulverized surface L not 
as good as a pebbly condition, 
as small soil lumps will break 
down and help cover the seed. 
Pulverized soil after watering 


may be baked by the sun into 
a hard crust. 

When the surface has been 
leveled, seed and plant food 
may be spread. To spread the 
seed evenly at the desired rate 
it is best to use a plant food 
speader. The practice is grow¬ 
ing of mixing ueed and plant 
food together, as this provides 
enough bulk in the hopper to 
insure an even flow. 

For example, if it is desired 
to spread 30 pounds of plant 
food over 1,000 square feet, this 
amount may be placed upon a 
sheet of heavy paper. The 
amount of grass seed intended 
for the same area may be 
poured on the plant food and 
the two mixed thoroughly. The 
paper can be lifted and the mix¬ 
ture poured into the spreader. 

Adjust the spreader to apply 
the plant food at the desired 
rate, and this will be satisfac¬ 
tory for the distribution of the 
seed in the mixture as well. 

If the top soil Is pulverized 
the seed and plant food should 
be raked in lightly, to cover the 
seed. This may not be neces¬ 
sary for a pebbly surface. In 
either case the lawn area 
should then be rolled with a 
light roller, or firmed with a 
tamper or the back of a spade. 
This brings the seed in firm 
contact with the soil, which aids 
germination.

These flowers bloom so freely 
that you may cut dozens of 
blossoms daily without notice¬ 
able effect upon the garden dis¬ 
play. Indeed, liberal cutting will 
only make the flowers bloom 
more abundantly. Never let a 
blossom go fo seed, if you want 
to keep them coming. 

All (he colors of the rainbow 
are included in this array; and 
there will be fragrances be¬ 
sides. due in large part to No. 
1, nicotiana afflnis, the sweet 
tobacco. Its white trumpet flow- 
erse are delightfully perfumed, 
and are especially enjoyable at 
twilight. 

No. 2. calliopsis, is the annual 
form of coreopsis, and has the 
same daisy-like flowers; but a 
far greater variety of color. Col¬ 
ors include various tones of yel¬ 
low, orange, meroon and crim¬ 
son with many two-tone com¬ 
binations. No. 3. annual lark¬ 
spur, is the annual delphinium, 
rich in true pinks, dark blues, 
and white. No. 4, Cleome, is 
the spider-plant, growing four 
feet tall, bearing pink flowers. 

Scabiosa, No. 5. is one of the 
loveliest of cut flowers in spite 
of its unpleasant Latin name, 
though its popular title of 
"mourning bride" is not much 
better. It bears on long stems 
ball shaped flowers of the finest 
texture, and richest coloring, 
ranging from white through 
many tones of pink, red, laven¬ 
der and blue. Centaurea, No. 6, 


is remarkable for its true blue, 
true pink, and deep red double 
flowers. The type of Marigold 
which should be planted in No. 
7 space is the dwarf two-toned 
Harmony strain. No. 8, cairn 
dula. is Shakespeare’s "mary 
gold," so changed for the better 
he would marvel at it. and still 
one of the finest of flowers. 

For space No. 9, lllliput zin¬ 
nias are recommended; they 
make bushy plants co\ered 
with small double flowers, 
which are fine for low howl ar¬ 
rangements. In No. 10, plant 
snapdragons, of the garden 
type, which will bloom through 
most of the summer. 

In the foreground of the gar 
den, blue ageratum, in the 
spaces numbered 11 and white 
petunias in the center space, No. 
12, will make a striking con¬ 
trast, and bloom abundantly all 
summer.

MayorSaysTax Rise Unnecessary 


Heaney Declares Opposition 
To Furcolo’s Sales Tax Bill 


Representative Arthur G. 
Heaney of Newton today made 
known his opposition to Gover¬ 
nor Furcolo’s limited 3 per cent 
sales tax bill. Heaney is a mem¬ 
ber of the important legislative 
committee on taxation which 
now has the Governor’s bill un¬ 
der consideration. 

He is the first Newton legis¬ 
lator to take a stand on the j 
highly controversial sales tax j 
isspe. 

Heaney pointed out that he 
always has opposed the prin¬ 
ciple of a sales tax and added 
that he also has “some serious 
reservations’’ about Furcolo’s 
measure. 

Representative Heaney said 
he finds it difficult to believe 
that any conscientious Republi¬ 
can. if the State budget is bal¬ 
anced, “will be able to go along 
with legislation which, no mat¬ 
ter how you look at it, will drag 
37 or 40 million dollars of new 
taxes from someone’s pocket.” 

Heaney disclosed his position 
on the sales tax in a letter to 
the GRAPHIC in which he ex¬ 
plained the reasoning behind 
questions he propounded during 
sales tax hearings when he ask¬ 
ed supporters of the bill how 
they would feel about a 2 per 
cent tax, with all the proceeds 
going back to the communities. 

His line of inquiry attracted 
considerable attention at the 
time and was the subject of 
comment in the GRAPHIC’S 
political column which suggest¬ 
ed that it might reflect the Re¬ 
publican position on the sales 
tax bill. 

Heaney in his letter said that 
while this might be a natural 
conclusion it was not a cor¬ 
rect one, that he W’as speaking 
only for himself and in no way 
intended to convey the feeling 
of anyone else. 

“Your interpretation of this 
line of questioning, although 
quite natural in retrospect, was 


not quite correct, and I feel you 
may be interested in knowing 
my own purpose in asking the 
question” Heaney told the

Governor Puffing Prestige On 
Line In Battle Over Budget 

Governor Furcolo may be placing himself at the 
mercy of Republican leaders in involving himself in a fight 
with prominent members of his own party over the State 
budget for the next fiscal year. 

The Governor is taking a calculated risk in venturing 
an open conflict with influential Democratic members in 
the House of Representatives on the budget, but he prob¬ 
ably has reached the point of no return where no other 
course is open to him. 

Furcolo has placed his prestige squarely on the line 
in his all-out battle for the enactment of his limited 3 
percent sales tax bill. If his budget is reduced to such an 
extent that no new revenue is needed to balance it, then 
his prospects of achieving the passage of the sales tax 
measure would be substantially lessened. 

Consequently, he has little alternative but to oppose 
any drastic slashes in his so-called “progress budget.’* 
The battle on that front actually would be a part of the 
bigger conflict on the sales tax issue. 

His prestige would suffer if the budget is cut over his 
objection. It would sustain an even greater blow, however, 
if he loses the sales tax battle, and he would be almost 
certain to lose it if the budget is reduced either with or 
without his sanction. .

Whitmore Declares Aldermen 
Forced Hike in Newton Rate 

Mayor Howard Whitmore, Jr., told The Graphic today 
that he feels an increase in Newton’s tax rate, eouid have 
been and should have been avoided. 

He made plain his disappointment that it was neces¬ 
sary for him to increase the tax rate $1 to a figure of 
$49.20. 

Whitmore expressed the conviction that enough 
money should have been appropriated from the city’s sur¬ 
plus fund to hold the line against any tax rate boost. 

While Whitmore did not criticize the Board of >\lder- 
men for paring down the amount he recommended be 
transferred from the surplus, he left no doubt that he 
disagreed with its action. 

Both the Mayor and the 
Board of Assessors had recom¬ 
mended that $850,00u he trans¬ 
ferred from the surplus which 
at the time totalled about $1,- 
r '80.000. This would have pre¬ 
vented the necessity for raising 
the tax rate. 

However, the Aldermen turn¬ 
ed down that recommendation 
and approved a transfer of 
$600,000 from the surplus. That 
necessitated a $1 hike in the tax 
rate to raise the additional 
$250,000. 

“I felt our financial position 
was strong enough to warrant 
holding the tax rate line and 
that there was no need for in¬ 
creasing the rate,” Whitmore 
asserted. 

The Mayor said he understood 
the reasoning of the Aldermen 
in not consenting to the trans¬ 
fer of the entire $850,000 but 
that he disagreed with it. 

“The Aldermen have felt that 
the city should retain a pretty 
substantial surplus in case of 
emergency and that the pros¬ 
pects of rebuilding the surplus 
in the coming years are not as 
good as they have been,” Whit¬ 
more stated. 

Mayor Whitmore added that 
he did not believe it is neces- 
saiy for Newton to have as big 
a surplus fund as it has had in 
the past. He pointed out that 
the money was paid into the 
surplus fund by the taxpayers 
and expressed the conviction 
that they should get the bene¬ 
fit of it by being saved from a 
else in the tax rate. 

“If the Board of Aldermen 
had gone along with the recom¬ 
mendations of the Mayor and 
the Assessors, the rate would 
not have had to go up,” Whit¬ 
more told The Graphic. 

Mayor Whitmore, in review¬ 
ing the facts which led to the 
♦ax rate hike, pointed out that 
Newton's budget for this year

was about $1,000,000 larger than 
m 1956. School department ex¬ 
penditures, over which the 
Mayor has no control, account¬ 
ed for $750,000 of the overall 
$1,000,000 boost. 

Had the Aldermen approved 
the transfer of $850,000 from 
the reserve fund instead of the 
$600,000 figure they finally set, 
the tax rate would have been 
held at last year’s level of 
$48.20. The other $150,000 would 
have come from an increase of 
$7,800,000 in assessed valua¬ 
tions. 

One of the reasons which 
prompted the Aldermen to turn 
uown the proposal for the $850,- 
000 transfer, Whitmore said, is 
that the likelihood is that the 
city in the coming years will 
not increase its assessed valua- ( 
tions to the extent that it has in 
the past. 

Since 1953 the rise in valua¬ 
tions has averaged $8,000,000. 
Last year the increase amounted

to Needham for property which 
hasn’t been giving It any return 
for years. 

Accordingly, at 3 p.m. on 
Monday. June 10, the Brookline 
Board of Selectmen will meet 
In its office at Brookline Town 
Hall and consider bids for both 
the properties in Dedham and 
Needham. 

Executive Secretary Arthur 
A. O’Shea of the Brookline 
Board has announced that 
sealed bids will be received up 
until the deadline on June 10. 
The bids must be on appro¬ 
priate forms obtainable from 
the Brookline Selectmen’s office 
and must be accompanied by 
a certified check for $1000. 
"The Brookline-owned tract is 
accessible from Vine Rock or 
Needham streets in Dedham. 
The area on the Needham side 
of the line is generally known 
as the Powell’s Island section 
of the Newton Water Lands. 

Despite the fact that neither 
Brookline nor Newton no longer 
want to hold the properties they 
have been under constant 
speculation in both Dedham and 
Needham in recent years. Not 
only have the two towns been 
carrying on formal or informal 
studies of their possibilities for 
future development but the 
Metropolitan District Commis¬ 
sion has shown considerable 
interest. 

Indeed, the MDC has nd- 
vanced some tentative plans 
which would take advantage of 
some of the properties for 
recreation purposes.

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with the town of Needham. 
Needham under his proposal 
would be handed over some of 
the property acquired by Hen¬ 
derson in exchange for conces¬ 
sions in zoning matters. 

Some of the Newton holdings 
in Needham would be adaptable 
to industrial development and 
some to recreation. Some of 
it could very well be reclaimed 
for residential purposes. 

The Newton Water Lands 
Committee appointed by the 
1956 Needham Town Meeting to 
study the possibilities did not 
appear to think too highly of 
the potential of the Brookline- 
owned land in Needham’s 
future plans hut saw great 
promise in the parcels still 
owned by Newton. 

The committee was continued 
active and its study will go on 
in conjunction with the studies 
of the Needham Long Range 
Water Lands. 

Since their abandonment by 
Newton and Brookline as part 
of the two communities’ water 
supplies, the Water Lands 
generally have been allowed to 
return to their original wild 
state. They border the Charles 
River. They are said to abound 
in their deeper sections in small 
wild animal life and some 
sportsmen have boasted of tak¬ 
ing good bags from the wooded 
areas with their guns. 

However, at least in the case 
of Needham, they will loom 
large in the future. Needham 
planners claim they see in the 
Water Lands the “more elbow 
room” which the town will soon 
need, municipal plants such as 
an incinerator, expansion of the 
industrial area and the use of 
some of the property for both 
recreational and residential 
facilities. 

As far as Brookline and 
Newton were concerned, how¬ 
ever, the Water Lands have 
only meant a tax bill from 
Needham and Dedham Town 
Halls every year, with nothing 
to show for the investments.

There is no question whatever but that the desire of 
some prominent Democratic legislators to slash the State 
budget stems from their objection to a sales tax and their 
determination to vote against the Governor’s bill. 

If the budget is not cut by about $35,000,000, then 
some new source of revenue must be found to provide the' 
money needed to finance the operation of the State govern¬ 
ment, whether it be a sales tax or some other tax. 

Some of the top Democratic leaders in the Massa¬ 
chusetts Legislature have been privately planning to 
lower the budget to the point where no additional taxes 
would be needed, reject the sales tax bill and then proro¬ 
gue for the year without any political blood-letting and 
without placing any new taxes on the statute books. 

But then Speaker Michael F. Skerry and Representa¬ 
tive John J. Toomey, chairman of the House ways and 
means committee, found that Furcolo is unwilling to ac¬ 
cept the budget recommendations which Toomey’s com¬ 
mittee had in mind. 

The Governor not only was unyielding but served no¬ 
tice that if the committee persists in recommending the 
cuts, he would fight them on the floor of the House. 

Ordinarily, a Governor could count on almost solid 
support for the State budget from legislators in his own 
party. Because of the sales tax issue, which overshadows 
just about everything else on Beacon Hill, Furcolo cannot 
depend on the united backing of his party. 

His influence and the power of his office should en¬ 
able him to line up a majority of the Democratic House 
members. There will be a fairly sizeable number he will 
not be able to win over to his side, however. That group 
in all probability will be large enough so that with the 
Republicans they would control a majority of the votes. 

In the event the Governor did win a test of strength 
in the House on the budget, he would then face still 
unother struggle in the Senate, where influential Dem¬ 
ocratic Leader John E. Powers presumably would spear¬ 
head the fight for budget cuts because of his opposition 
to the sales tax. 

Powers is in a position where he can’t back down any 
more than Furcolo can. He has a high political objective 
of his own. His eyes are fixed on Boston’s 1959 mayoralty 
election. He has burned his bridges behind him in the 
sales tax war. He cannot turn back, and he is virtually 
committed to a budget cut. 

The South Boston Senator is an old pro in politics. He 
knows better than anyone else that his own prestige as 
well as Furcolo’s is at stake in the sales tax fight and 
that one of them is going to lose. 

It would be ridiculous to think that the Republicans, 
as they survey this situation and their own position in it, 
are not weighing carefully all the political ramifications 
and considering their own possible maneuvers in terms 
ot the 1958 State election. 

This reporter would not attempt to forecast the out¬ 
come of the budget battle. But it seems unlikely that the 
Republicans would not seize upon any opportunity to slash 
Furcolo’s budget, however, they may stand on the sales 
tax. 

In fact, the GOP chieftains may decide to pare the 
budget to the bone and then present a sales tax bill of 
their own which would give all the funds to the cities and 
towns and none to the State. Don’t be surprised if that 
happens. 


Furcolo Slow To Name Men 
To Key Post In His Regime 

One of the most surprising aspects of Governor Fur¬ 
colo’s administration to date has ocen his failure to move 
swiftly to place men and women of his own choosing in 
important State positions as the terms of holdovers have 
expired and vacancies have occurred 

A Governor usually loses no time in doing that, in¬ 
variably feeling that his policies would not be effectively 
carried out by officials who owe their appointments to a 
preceding administration, especially if that administration 
was of the opposite political party. 

That has not been true of Furcolo. As this is written, 
a dozen top jobs and scores of lesser posts either are being 
filled by holdovers from the Herter regime, waiting for 
their successors to be named, or aren’t being filled at all. 

This is causing considerable grumbling both by Dem¬ 
ocratic leaders and by the Governor’s job-hungry follow¬ 
ers. 

The situation was pointed up when Attorney General 
George Fingold blasted Governor Furcolo for not naming 
a successor to Richard Preston as head of the State De¬ 
partment of Commerce more promptly and accused Fur 
colo of being responsible for a “complete breakdown” in 
that department. 

While the $12,000-a-year position of Commissioner of 
Commerce has been the target for most of the Republican 
fire because of the unusual circumstances involved, it is 
just one of the cases about which the Democrats are com¬ 
plaining. 

Furcolo probably regrets now that he acted as 
hastily as lie did in calling for Commissioner Richard 
Preston’s resignation last January. He certainly dis¬ 
covered that it was a lot easier to get Preston out than 
to find a qualified person to take his place. 

The mistake Furcolo obviously made was in not hav¬ 
ing Preston’s successor picked out before demanding that 
the Commerce head resign. 

When Preston speedily complied with the Governor’s

“It was nothing but sheer blundering and bungling 
to demand a man’s resignation for no apparent reason 
and then spend four months fumbling around looking for 
someone to appoint in his place,” alleges the Attorney 
General. 

It would seem that Fingold, a potential candidate 
against Furcolo in next year’s State election, is taking ad¬ 
vantage of the Preston situation to even scores for the 
attempt made during the winter to oust him from his offi¬ 
ces on the third floor of the State House.

A vacancy also exists in the $8800-a-year job as dep¬ 
uty commissioner in the commerce department. (Former 
Governor’s Councillor George A. Wells of Worcester re¬ 
portedly is slated for that post. The appointment would be 
made by the new commissioner after he assumes his duties 
but presumably would be dictated by the Governor.)

PTA Council Hears Of 
Need For Swimming Pool 


What recreation is provided 
for teenagers in Newton? What 
do the teenagers themselves 
want? What recreation do 
their parents, teachers and the 
city feel should be provided? 

These and many other aspects 
of the subject were discussed 
on Monday evening by a 
representative panel of eight 
before the annual meeting of 
the PTA Council, held at the 
Emerson School in Newton 
Upper Falls. 

By the end of the evening 
it was clear that the high 
school students themselves feel 
that the continuation and ex 
pansion of Tigerama is of great 
importance. This informal so¬ 
cial gathering provides varied 
activities of wide scope and 
draws between 700 and 1000 
students. Sally Foote, Allan 
Martin, and Peter Derow spoke 
on behalf of their high school 
fellows and were supported in 
their view's by Mrs. Ivan Geiger, 
parent chairman for Tigerama. 

Miss Helene Breivogel and 
Warren Huston, supervisors of 
girls’ and boys’ physical educa¬ 
tion in the Newton Schools, 
listed out-of-school sports and 
activities provided by the school 
system. Both urged that a 
swimming pool be incorporated 
in the new high school plant, 
pointing out that Newton falls 
far behind in seeing that its 
youngsters learn tc swim 
mainly because of lack of 
facilities. They also urged that 
playing fields be considered an 
integral part of school expan¬ 
sion. 

C. Evan Johnson, commis¬ 
sioner of recreation, bore out 
these statements, expanding 
them from the city’s view ami 
asking for increased support 
and interest from all citizens. 

Representing the junior high 
schools, Miss Helen Vaznaian, 


assistant principal of the F. A 
Day Junior High School, re 
viewed a questionnaire which 
these youngsters had answered 
on recreation. Interests vary 
greatly, with ninth grade girls 
more apt to be interested tn 
older occupations than their 
fellow students. Facilities fall 
under the jurisdiction of 
churches and temples, the rec¬ 
reation department and special 
youth agencies, but there is a 
lack of week-end activities. 
Junior high school students 
present to answer questions 
were Peter Hamilton, president 
of the Interschool Council, and 
Sue Glickman, both from Weeks; 
Barbara Myers, Day; Doris 
Axelrod and Richard Peiimut- 
ter, Bigelow. 

Melvin J. Dangel, past presi¬ 
dent of the council, acted as 
panel moderator. 

Further business of the an¬ 
nual meeting included the elec 
tion of officers. Edward C. 
Uehlein was re-elected, for a 
second term as president. The 
three- vice-presidents are Wal¬ 
ter H. Dietz, Jr., Irving J. Hel¬ 
man and Mrs. Henry Sherman. 
Mrs. Edward Landy and Mrs. 
Robert Hull will servo as record¬ 
ing and executive secretaries, 
respectively, and Mrs. Vincent 
Hemmcrsten will act as trea¬ 
surer.

, week end, an educational sym¬ 
posium, a convocation ceremony 
for the graduating class, and a 
$75,000 scholarship fund pro¬ 
gram. The School Committee 
approved the proposals, but it 
was noted that the program 
may be revised many times be¬ 
fore becoming Anal. 

Homecoming week-end, as de¬ 
scribed, would take place in Oc¬ 
tober and incorporate alumni 
banquets, a parade with floats 
sponsored by local merchants, a 
football game and the class 
play.

This was confirmed by legis 
’ators on Beacon Hill who de 
clare that it was Callahan who 
was responsible for saving the 
bill after it was apparently on 
its way to defeat in the House 
of Representatives. 

Mayor Whitmore said today 
that 10 years from now a rapid 
transit line over the Highland 
branch probably would be 
self-supporting proposition but 
♦hat at the present time the 
traffic simply isn’t there to en 
able it to pay its way. 

He asserted that he will cite 
facts and figures to the other 
city and town officials in the 
MTA district to support that 
contention. 

The three Newton legislators 
waged a hard but unsuccessful 
fight in the House of Repre 
.,entatives to block the Highway 
branch bill. 

Representative George E. 
Rawson attributed the defeat 
of their efforts to "the Boston 
gang,” The Boston Herald and 
Callahan’s invisible govern 
ment.” 

"I wish my constituents to 
know tl\at their Newton Repre 
sentatives used every means at 
their command to try to de¬ 
feat the bill which directed the 
MTA to take over the Highland 
branch of the B & A,” said Raw 
son. 

'Representatives Heaney 
Thresher and I joined with the 
three Brookline Representatives 
in attacking the bill as a gross 
infringement on home rule, as 
impractical, impossible of ful 
fillment and as a bare-faced at¬ 
tempt to foist a larger part of 
the MTA deficit upon us,” Raw- 
son went on. 

"We showed that the MTA 
deficit would be increased rath- 
ei than reduced by the pro 
posal if it should be carried 
out. I also refuted the claim 
that if the B & A should aban 
don the Highland branch New¬ 
ton would be deprived of pub 
lie transportation by reporting 
that President John A. Walsh, 
Jr., of the Middlesex & Boston 
lad authorized me to say that 
his company stood ready and 
able to furnish adequate serv¬ 
ice to replace it. 

"We were given good support 
by Representative Edward Kerr 
of Belmont, Representative The 
'•dore J. Vaitses of Melrose and 
a few others. However, the al¬ 
liance of the Boston gang, who 
had dreamed up the bill to un¬ 
load more of the deficit on New¬ 
ton and Brookline, the Boston 
Herald and Callahan’s invisible 
government was too tough a 
combination to upset.”

was a point which to me as a 
member of the committee on 
taxation and as a Newton Re 
publican, seems to have been 
lost in the shuffle so far,” 
Heaney continued. 

"Great emphasis is being plac 
ed on the 2/3 or $75 million 
which is supposed to provide re 
lief for the local taxpayers, but 
the additional 1/3 or $37 million 
is being pushed off into a cor¬ 
ner and ignored. 

"I was merely trying to bring 
this huge amount back into the 
focus of the proponents, many 
of whom are ardent disciples of 
economy in government. You 
may remember that the answers 
were not too satisfactory. 

'However, you should know 
that I in no way spoke for or 
intended to convey the feeling 
of any other member of my 
party. 

"I could not even guess as to 
what the report of the commit¬ 
tee on taxation will be. There 
is much to be discussed. How 
ever, I have no hesitation in say¬ 
ing my own position has always 
been one of opposition in prin¬ 
ciple to taxes on sales—this is 
on the record in Newton. In ad¬ 
dition, I have some serious res¬ 
ervations about this particular 
bill.” 

Alluding to reports that the 
State budget may be balanced, 
Heaney concluded by saying: "I 
find it difficult to believe that 
If it is balanced, conscientious 
Republicans will be able to go 
along with legislation which, no 
matter how you look at it, will 
draw 37 or 40 million dollars of 
new taxes from someone’s 
pockets.”

Where did the warm spring 
weather go? For those who have 
been asking for tomato plants 
and other plants for the gar¬ 
dens it may be just a little bit 
early. Memorial Day is often 
used as the grand opening of 
the gardening season. The frost 
danger should have past by this 
date. With some frost signs 
about, the plants set out now 
will probably not be much fur¬ 
ther advanced than those plant¬ 
ed in a week or so. 

Summer flowering bulbs can 
be put in from now on, al¬ 
though it is a little early for 
dahlias. Gladiolus should be 
dusted with a DDT powder 
before being planted to insure 
against any insect trouble. Five 
percent DDT dust placed in a 
paper bag with the Glad corns 
and shaken around is probably 
the easiest method of treating 
them. They should be planted 
to a depth of 3 or 4 inches. / 

This is the time of year to 
battle the cutworms. There are 
poison baits, such as Snarol 
and Buggetta, which will com¬ 
bat this garden pest. Paper col¬ 
lars are also available for 
young plant protection. 

Although this is not the best 
time of year to move shrub¬ 
bery it can be done. The main 
thing to do is keep the root 
system moist. In the case of 
evergreens where new growth 
has started the plant will most 
likely be set back for this sea* 
son.Yet if the tree or shrub is 
watered faithfully no loss 
should occur. 

Soluble plant foods are be¬ 
coming more and more popular 
due to newspaper advertise¬ 
ments. I am still a firm be¬ 
liever in the use of organic fer¬ 
tilizers over any others but I 
will say the solubles have their 
good results if used right. Fo¬ 
liage feeds are good if fol¬ 
lowed up by others at periodic 
intervals approximately 2 to 3 
weeks apart. Personally I like 
the solubles used in conjunc¬ 
tion with an organic type plant 
food, especially where shade is 
a problem. 

Shade is a*problem because 
the small plants are in compe¬ 
tition with tree roots which 


drain the supply of available 
food from the soil before the 
other growth has a chance to 
take in an ample amount. Foli¬ 
age feeding gives the small 
plants a good opportunity to 
get the needed nourishment 
they require. Soluble plant 
foods are also good when the 
weather gets hot and dry and 
moisture is a much needed nec¬ 
essity. The food and water with 
hold the green color in the 
plants and keep them healthy. 

It is a good time ot be think¬ 
ing of the needed garden items 
for the weekend and to stock 
up. The weather won’t always 
be cold and it would be a 
schame to run out of materials 
when the stores are closed for 
the holiday. There is only a 
week or so before the season 
really gets under way, and 
it looks like a good one over 
my garden fence. 


Patrolman 
Discovers 
Fire at Bank 

As hundred of firefighters in 
widely separated sections of the 
State were battling big forest 
and brush fires last week, Patrol¬ 
man James Lyons detected 
smoke issuing from the New- 
tonville branch of the Newton- 
Waltham Bank & Trust Co., 303 
Walnut street. 

The officer was making a rou¬ 
tine door check. His attention 
to duty, however, paid off. 
What could have been a seri¬ 
ous fire in the extensive shop¬ 
ping centre was quickly check¬ 
ed by apparatus responding to 
his alarm . 

The fire was confined to the 
basement stockroom in which 
it has originated. Smoke dam¬ 
age, however, was severe and 
damage was estimated at ap¬ 
proximately $7500.

All the colors of the rainbow, 
with fragrance beside, can be 
grown in a combined border 
and cutting garden from a doz¬ 
en packets of flower seed. 

Sown in a sunny area of the 
home grounds, this planting 
will serve the double purpose 
of making a garden display, 
and providing a wealth of cut 
flowers for the house all sum¬ 
mer long. 

These flowers bloom so freely 
that you may cut dozens of 
blossoms daily without notice¬ 
able effect upon the garden dis¬ 
play. Indeed, liberal cutting will 
only make the flowers bloom 
more abundantly. Never let a 
blossom go to seed, if you want 
to keep them coming. 

All the colors of the rainbow 
are included in this array; and 
there will be fragrances be¬ 
sides, due in large part ot No. 
1, nicotiana affinis, the sweet 
tobacco. Its white trumpet flow¬ 
ers are delightfully perfumed, 
and are especially enjoyable at 
twilight. 

No. 2, calliopsis, is the annual 
form of coreopsis, and has the 
same daisy-like flowers; but a 
far greater variety of color. Col¬ 
ors include various tones of yel¬ 
low, orange, maroon and crim¬ 
son with many two-tone com¬ 
binations. No. 3, annual lark¬ 
spur, is the annual delphinium, 
rich in true pinks, dark blues, 
and white. No. 4, Cleome, is 
the spider-plant growing four 
feet tall, bearink' pink flowers. 

Scabiosa, No. 5 is one of the 
loveliest of cut flowers in spite 
of its unpleasant Latin name, 
though its popular title of 
mourning bride” is not much 
better. It bears on long stems 
ball-shaped flowers of the finest 
texture and richest coloring, 
ranging from white through 
many tones of pink, red, laven¬ 
der and blue.

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Newton Nursery Classes

Criticized By Aldermen 


The propriety of holding pre¬ 
kindergarten nursery classes in 
Newton public schools, was 
sharply challenged at this 
week’s Board of Aldermen 
meeting. 

"I think it is something that 
is not proper." declared Aider- 
man Leo M. Cannon during an 
extended discussion on the mat¬ 
ter. 

Cannon said he could not see 
how the School Committee 
could justify allowing nursery 
classes in public schools, while 
at the same time reporting that 
school facilities are over taxed 
and inadequate. 

"I don’t believe any nursery 
classes should be held in pub¬ 
lic schools,’’ Cannon exclaimed. 

Alderman William H. Pren¬ 
tice joined with him in criticiz¬ 
ing the practice. 

Alderman Hirsh Sharf broke 
In to inform the objectors that 
they were wasting time on a 
matter over which they have 
no control. "We should direct 
the committee on education to 
send a memorandum to the 
School Committee seeking a re¬ 
port on this." said Sharf. "We 
have no authority in this mat¬ 
ter." 

Alderman William M. Powers 
said a ruling had been made 
that under the existing laws 
and ordinances it is solely with¬ 
in the province of the School 
Committee to permit or pro¬ 
hibit nursery classes in pub¬ 
lic school buildings. 

All the Aldermen have to 
do with the granting of per¬ 
mits for nursery classes. Aider- 
man Harry H. Ham, Jr., as¬ 
serted, is to send a report to 
the Secretary of State concern¬ 
ing the moral character of the 
people seeking to run the 
classes. 

"We just rubber stamp the 
report of Police Chief Purcell, 
and we could be forced to do 
It if we didn’t do it.’’ said Ham. 

The Alderman adopted a mo¬ 
tion by Sharf that a full report 
on the matter be obtained from 
the School Committee.

Musi Meet Fire Safety Code 

Mnn.V Mnnll Newton apartment houses hove hern illegally 
converted from one and two-family homes and their occupants 
are under constant threat of death by fire, Fire Chief Frederick 
A. Perkins, Jr., declared today. 

Owners of these structures, said the chief, have been 
seeking "to make some fast money." In tlielr efforts to do so. 
they have ereated fire hazards which shock the head of the 
city’s firefighting forces. 

He pleaded with the owners to recognize the peril and 
take immediate steps to correct the situation "before disaster 
strikes." 

"It will be a hard thing,” lie asserted, "to explain to a 
coroner’s jury if lives are lost in a home changed under 
cover.” 

In his bristling statement, is¬ 
sued in his capacity as ex-offi 
cio head of the Fire Depart¬ 
ment’s Fire Prevention Bureau, 
the chief said the conversion of 
one and two-family buildings 
into small apartment houses 
has been carried out in many 
cases without proper inspec¬ 
tions required by law. 

He traces the start of the 
perilous condition to wartime 
and post-war lack of housing. 

Ho finds hat despite the number 
of homes erected in the city dur 
ing the past few years, the il¬ 
legal changing of old homes into 
small apartment houses goes on 
Ho finds that despite number 
the number of conversions car¬ 
ried out without a permit and 
without inspections. 

The chief asked that some 
steps be taken to ease the haz¬ 
ard. at least by the installation 
of automatic fire warning de¬ 
vices, although that in itself 
would not remove the complete 
threat to lives. 

Both the police and the muni¬ 
cipal departments charged with 
electric wiring, plumbing and 
similar inspections of construc¬ 
tion are interested in Chief Per¬ 
kins warnings. 

The chief pointed out that per¬ 
sons living in houses illegally 
expanded into multi-family ha¬ 
bitations are reluctant to re¬ 
port conditions which might 
well claim their lives in event 
of fire. Chief Perkins said that

the fear that they would be ob¬ 
liged to seek other homes. 

Both the police and the health 
and building departments have 
indicated strongly, however, 
that they will investigate any 
valid complaint and seek the 
proper action. 

While Chief Perkins concern¬ 
ed himself only with the al¬ 
leged violations of the building 
codes from a standpoint of safe¬ 
ty, it is reported that violations 
of plumbing code are present 
in some of the hasty conver¬ 
sions. 

In many Instances, It was 
learned, the conversion work 
was carried out by men with 
only a superficial knowledge of 
such trades as carpentry, 
plumbing and electric wiring. 

Chief Perkins indicates that 
the scope of the alleged viola¬ 
tions is so widespread that 
neither his department nor the 
other departments concerned 
have the manpower or facilities 
to cope with the investigation 
work which would he necessary 
to bring large numbers of vio¬ 
lators Into line. 

The tenor of Chief Perkins’ 
statement is based on a plea 
that the violators themselves 
recognize the perils to life 
which they have created and 
initiate steps themselves to 
correct them. 

Here is the chief’s statement: 

“The recent fire in an adjoin¬ 
ing city in which a number of 
lives were lost should certain¬ 
ly be taken with grave concern 
by every apartment house own¬ 
er and those living in any type 


of multiple dwelling. Here in 
Newton we have numerous 
homes that at one time were 
single or two-family dwellings, 
but, due to the housing short¬ 
age have been converted with¬ 
out permission into small apart¬ 
ment houses. 

“Many of these now house 
three or more families. The 
work in many of them has been 
done without a permit or in¬ 
spection by the proper author¬ 
ity. 

“In many of them the cor¬ 
rect means of egress for the 
number of families living there 
is not sufficient under these cir¬ 
cumstances. Some have only one 
stairway from the upper floors, 
if tills is cut off due to a fire 
they are usually trapped until 
the Fire Department arrives. 

“Attics that are finished off 
usually have very narrow stair¬ 
ways and small windows. It is 
hard to escape through them. 
These are hut a few of the items 
that are overlooked by the own¬ 
ers in order that they can make 
some fast money. 

“Unless there is a fire or 
some other type of disaster 
many of these overcrowded 
conditions are not discovered. 

“The occupants for the most 
part do not want to complain 
lest they be requested to move. 

“Even with all the new homes 
that are being built here in 
Newton the changing of old 
homes that arc being built here 
in Newton the changing of old 
homes into multiple dwellings 
continues under cover. 

The fire loss record as far as 
lives are concerned here is re¬ 
markable and I only wish that 
it could continue. But some day 
our luck will stop short and 
in just an ‘under cover’ conver¬ 
sion home apartment house job 
we will read of some horrible 
fire deaths which might have 
been avoided. 

“It is not too late to stop 
and re consider the possibilities 
of what could happen in a fire 
in these ‘converted apartment 
homes’ and do the necessary 
work that might help prevent 
a fire from spreading or pro¬ 
vide adequate means of escape 
from the upper floors. 

“An automatic fire warning 
device that would arouse ten¬ 
ants would he of some value. 
Excuses and lame ideas do not 
save lives. It is only correct 
and honest action that prevents 
trouble. 


“To these people who have 
already changed their homes 
to multiple dwellings and small 
apartments which lack the com¬ 
mon safety requirements, NOW 
is the time to act and correct 
these mistakes before disaster 
strikes without warning at your 
home. The saving of just one 
life is worth far more than all 
of the money collected for 
rents.

under 25) the hike is from $55.50 
to $64.50 or about 16 2 3 per 
cent. 

The hikes are effective at 
once and payment on the extra 
charges announced by State In¬ 
surance Commissioner Joseph 
A. Humphrey is due “forth¬ 
with.” Motorists will he getting 
their bills presently from their 
insurance brokers. 

Newton was lucky in one way. 
The rate increase on the class 
I rates is about the median for 
most of the cities and towns 
in the State. However, 30 other 
cities and towns, including Bos¬ 
ton, found they had been moved 
into a new rate classification in 
the revision made by Humph¬ 
reys at the court order. Some 
will be obliged to pay hikes up 
to 25 per cent. 

A few towns were given a 
lower classification in the re¬ 
view of their automobile acci¬ 
dent rates. The lowest increase 
anywhere was 16.1 per cent.

It 
makes no pretenses as a convention city. It offers no 
gieat convention halls. There are no hotels to accom¬ 
modate a great, sudden influx of strangers. 

Yet, beginning Monday and continuing through Wed¬ 
nesday conservative estimate placed the number of clergy 
and laity coming here for the 158th annual meeting of the 
Massachusetts Congregational Conference at around 1500. 

No one church could have provided the facilities for 
the many meetings which were on the Conference pro¬ 
gram. Several were pressed into use. 

Wc believe that one of the finest lessons which the 
Conference offered in this day and age came even before 
the Conference itself was opened. 

That was in a simple exchange of pre-Conferencc cor¬ 
respondence. It consisted of a gracious offer of the use 
of the Jewish Temple Emanuel for some of the meetings; 
and the gracious, unanimous acceptance of the offer by 
the Protestant group. 

In such a fine example of modern-day thinking and 
co-operation there is a splendid example. 

It’s the sort of thing that can make this nation bet¬ 
ter and stronger. It’s the sort of thing that can make this 
world a finer place in which to live.

tration.

One Republican Wants Furcolo 
To Head Their State Ticket 

One of our readers recently wrote in to suggest that 
next year the Democratic party in Massachusetts should 
nominate State Senator John E. Powers as its candidate 
lor Governor and that the Republicans should put up a 
well-known public figure named Foster Furcolo. 

The letter was intended as a tribute to Furcolo 
because the person who wrote it obviously was a Re¬ 
publican and felt that the GOP nomination was about the 
greatest favor that could be bestowed upon a candidate 
short of actual election. 

“It seems to me,” the gentleman wrote, “that Gov¬ 
ernor Furcolo is upholding the Republican principles when 
he advocates a sales tax so that income taxes may be held 
down and relief may be furnished to the property-owners. 
I think the Republicans should nominate him for Gov¬ 
ernor next year, and let the Democrats put up Senator 
Powers or whomever they wish.” 

There isn’t much likelihood that the GOP high com¬ 
mand will seize upon that proposal, but it points up the 
fact that Furcolo is at odds with just about every prom¬ 
inent Democratic leader except Boston’s Mayor Hynes. 
Even ox-Governor Paul A. Dever, Furcolo’s sponsor and 
political patron, has remained silent concerning the Gov¬ 
ernor’s sales tax bill. 

The clash between Furcolo and Democratic Senate 
Leader Powers has stopped just short of actual political 
warfare. It could r each those proportions if Furcolo gives 
the heave-ho to James E. O’Brien, chairman of the State 
Civil Service Commission and one of Powers’ top political 
backers, as it has been reported he intends to do. 

Powers has been adamant and unflinching in his op¬ 
position to Furcolo’s sales tax measure. While the Gov¬ 
ernor has been discreet in his public utterances, he cer¬ 
tainly cannot be classed among Powers’ boosters. 

Democratic State Committee Chairman John M. 
Lynch has let it he known that he feels the Democratic 
prospects for next year’s State election are going down 
ihe drain unless Furcolo docs something—and does it 
quickly—to plug up the political drain. 

That caused a flickering of political eyebrows because 
ordinarily a State chairman either adopts the attitude 
that the Governor of his party can do no wrong—or else 
quits the chairmanship and gets out. 

Lynch, however, is too blunt and outspoken to say 
anything he doesn’t believe. Besides, he owes his election 
as chairman to U. S. Senator John F. Kennedy and State 
Senator Powers, not to Furcolo. 

Speaker Michael F. Skerry of the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives in deference to Furcolo has ab¬ 
stained from any public statement concerning the sales 
tax. Privately, however, he’s against the Governor's bill, 
and under the surface the relationship between Furcolo 
and Skerry is strained. 

About the only prominent Democratic leader on Bea¬ 
con Hili who is unswerving in his support of Furcolo is 
Democratic House floor leader John F. Thompson of Lud¬ 
low who has been the Governor’s political ally and friend 
back through the years. 


If Powers, Lynch, Skerry and the other Democrats, 
who disagree violently with Furcolo, were to join forces 
and back a candidate against him in next year’s Democra¬ 
tic gubernatorial primary, they could give him quite a bat¬ 
tle. That isn’t likely to happen, of course, but the political 
record books reveal that in 1938 ex-Governor Charles F. 
Hurley was denied renomination for a second term. 

* • # • 

Bad Month for the Governor 

This month hasn’t exactly been a successful one so 
far for Governor Furcolo even though upon occasions he 
has indicated that he could see silver linings in the political 
clouds when they were not visible to anyone else. 

Furcolo backed gingerly out of his battle for the re¬ 
moval of two members of the State Milk Control Commis¬ 
sion. As he made his retreat, he fired a volley at Gov¬ 
ernor’s Councillors Christian A. Hcrter, Jr., and Charles 
J. Gabriel. For reasons which were somewhat obscure 
Furcolo accused Herter and Gabriel of improper state¬ 
ments and conduct during the ouster proceedings. 

It was Herter whose steaming blast at Furcolo 
caused the Governor to abandon his plan to have a team 
of judges sit in on the hearing on the removal of Matthew 
J. Collins from the Milk Board. That may or may not be 
what Furcolo regarded as improper conduct on Herter’s 
part. If it was, then a great manty other persons who dis¬ 
agreed with Furcolo on the propriety of injecting judges 
into such a matter, were similarly guilty. 

Furcolo’s advisers so far haven’t been able to inter- 

Furcolo’s advisors so far haven’t been able to inter¬ 
pret his withdrawal from the Milk Board controversy as a 
victory, but they did manage to construe a defeat in the 
House on the budget as a triumph for the Governor, al¬ 
though in truth it requires a more elastic imagination that 
this observer possesses to accept that version.

were on 60-70-mlle-an-hour ex¬ 
pressway, but were on a busy 
commercial street. 

Wood said the toll road has 
caused some increase in traffic 
in his area, but that it has 
been “nothing alarming so far.” 

Alderman Ham protested that 
the ordinance represented a 
blanket approval for all the 
signal lights recommended by 
the traffic experts. He advised 
against “rushing into this on 
the basis of the prediction of 
the experts.” Ham urged that 
the Aldermen wait another tvto 
or three weeks before voting 
on the matter. “All of the 
lights may not be needed,” he 
said. 

Alderman Charles H. Cos¬ 
grove. arguing for the passage 
of the ordinance, asserted that 
it would merely give the Mayor 
authority to go ahead and look 
into the matter. 

Alderman William E. Pow¬ 
ers pointed out that the traffic, 
experts who were paid $20,000 
for their work felt ihat “some 
time in the future it will be 
necessary for us to have a 
synchronized pattern of traffic 
lights on Commonwealth ave¬ 
nue.”

outside a home or business es¬ 
tablishment to take any such 
calls from fire headquarters 
and summon his mates if they 
are needed to battle a con¬ 
flagration. 

Fire Chief Perkins appealed 
for public cooperation in the 
city-wide inspection, emphasiz¬ 
ing that its objective is to^eli¬ 
minate loss of life and V 1 ’ 0 * 
perty from fires which could 
he prevented. 

The chief explained that his 
men cannot enter single or two- 
family homes unless the occu¬ 
pants give their consent. 

"We, therefore, are asking 
the full cooperation and permis¬ 
sion of every householder to al¬ 
low us to make this inspection 
for the sake of everyone’s safe¬ 
ty,” Chief Perkins asserted. 

No occupant of a single home 
or two-family house will be pro¬ 
secuted because of any fire haz¬ 
ards which are found, Perkins 
stated. They will simply be ad¬ 
vised to remedy the hazardous 
conditions for their own protec¬ 
tion and the protection of then- 
homes and the other members 
of their families. 

In many instances, Chief Per¬ 
kins said, householders may 
not realize that conditions exist 
on their premises where fires 
could start. 

“When a fire-fighter calls at 
your home, greet him as a 
friend,” he urged Newton resi¬ 
dents, “for that in truth is what 
lie is, because his interest is to 
save your family and your home 
from fire. 

“Let us all work together and 
prove that we can make Newton 
a safer place In which to live, 
work and play. Start right now 
to CLEAN UP, not to BURN 
UP. A clean home Is a safe 
home.” 

Chief Perkins said that the 
consent of the occupants of 
business places and houses with 
three or more families is not 
needed to inspect their premises 
and that the same leniency will 
not be extended as to those in 
single and two-family homes. 

lit their visits to all homes, 
whatever their size, the fire¬ 
fighters will seek to inspect cel¬ 
lars, atties and possibly garag¬ 
es In their quest for hazardous 
conditions tliut should he reme¬ 
died. 

It Is usuully In such places 
that a large number of bad 
fires sturt because of the prac¬ 
tice of storing waste material 
lit them, C hief Perkins (minted 
out. 

He said his men also will be 
particularly interested in the 
storage of all types of flam¬ 
mable fluids such as gasoline, 
fuel oil, turpentine, linseed oil 
and paints. Permits must be ob¬ 
tained for the storage of those 


fluids. (Where it is found an 
occupant of a single or two- 
faniily home does not have the 
required permit, he will merely 
be told to get one. No penalty 
will be invoked for not having 
one.) 

Fuse boxes will be checked 
for oversized fuses, pennies or 
pieces of metal which could 
cause a short circuit. 

Fire companies will make the 
inspection in their home dist¬ 
ricts. They will not be on foot 
but will he riding their appara¬ 
tus just as if they were going 
to a fire and, in fact, may 
speed off from your home to 
go to the scene of a blaze. 

The inspection will be carried 
on methodically street by 
street until the entire city is 
covered. Chief Perkins plans to 
make such inspection each year 
as part of the city’s fire pre¬ 
vention program. 

“The purpose behind this 
type of inspection is two-fold,” 
Chief Perkins asserted. “First, 
it is to secure the help of those 
in homes and business places to 
work with us and become more 
fire-conscious about cleaning 
out their attics and basements. 

“Usually, these are the places 
having the largest amounts of 
old waste materials for fire to I 
feed on. Most of these materials i 
are worthless and should have 
been disposed of long ago. The 
older they become, the more 
susceptible they are to fire. 

“Secondly, this type of inspec¬ 
tion allows the firefighters to 
become better acquainted with 
the various types of buildings 
in their districts which will en¬ 
able them, in an emergency, to 
act in a more efficient manner, 
thereby saving needless loss.” 

Chief Perkins observed that 
comparable inspections in oth¬ 
er communities have resulted in 
a substantial reduction in the 
toll of property and lives claim¬ 
ed by conflagrations. 

Both householders and propri¬ 
etors of business places have 
more than a week in which to 
clean up any hazardous condi¬ 
tions they know exist before 
the fire fighters cull to make 
their Inspections. 

This is particularly true In 
the case of occupants of com¬ 
mercial properties and the own¬ 
ers of dwelling structures hous¬ 
ing three or more families. 
They could be prosecuted for 
any flagrantly hazardous condi¬ 
tion uncovered. 

The amnesty on prosecution 
applies only to the single and 
two-family houses. 


Bandit Hunted 
In Store Holdup 

Newton police and FBI agents 
ate investigating a weekend 
$3600 holdup by a lone gunman 
at the Stop & Shop, 200 Boyl- 
ston st. 

The FBI came Into the case 
because some of the money 
taken was In new bills. 

Investigators working on the 
case under the direction of Chief 
Philip Purcell have a fairly good 
description of the holdup man 
but no clues yet as to where he 
took his loot or how he made 
his getaway. 

The bandit was described as 
about 35 years old, 5 feet 8 
inches tall, weighing about 160 
pounds, with receding light 
hair, a light complexion and a 
pock marked face. At the time 
of the holdup he wore a white 
*nlrt, open at the neck, and a 
light tan jacket. 

Manager Harry Simonds and 
cashier Malcolm Spencer were 
preparing for the Saturday 
morning rush in the market 
when the gunman stepped up to 
Spencer and displayed a black 
revolver. 

“This Is loaded,” he declared 
grimly. 

Simonds and Spencer were un¬ 
able to tell police whether he 
had an accomplice and a car 
waiting outside or how he made 
his getaway.

Lively Conflict 
Over Allen Ave. 
Before Aldermen 

A lively fight over a proposal 
for making a section of Allen 
avenue a public street, de¬ 
veloped at this week’s meeting 
of the Board of Aldermen. 

One group of residents on the 
street vigorously supported the 
petition. A second faction just 
as sturdily opposed it. 

Aldermanic President Wen¬ 
dell R. Bauckman counted 8 
property-owners In favor of the 
move and seven against it. 

So strong was the feeling on 
the issue that demands were 
made from both sides for a re¬ 
count of ‘he number of pro¬ 
ponents and objectors. 

Attorney Louis J. Shrair led 
the fight for those seeking to 
have the avenue accepted and 
built, as a public way. He said 
it is now impossible to tell 
where the roadway ends and 
the sidewalk begins, that there 
are presently large and danger¬ 
ous holes in the street, and that 
the conditions are particularly 
hazardous for children. 

He was supported by Arthur 
Rosenberg of 26 Mary Ellen 
road and Howard B. Shaw of 
185 Allen street. 

Richard F. Jarrell of 173 Al¬ 
len street, opposing the peti¬ 
tion, argued that the construc¬ 
tion of Alleu avenue as a pub¬ 
lic thoroughfare, would in¬ 
crease the traffic hazard rather 
than lessen it, predicting that 
motorists would travel over the 
street at a higher rate of speed. 

No child ever has been In¬ 
jured on Allen avenue in the 
memory of the oldest resident, 
said Jarrell, who declared that 
this safety record might be 
shattered if the avenue is sur¬ 
faced. 

A number of trees would have 
to be cut down to make way 
for a public street. Jarrell told 
the Aldermen, asserting that 
this would lessen the beauty of 
the neighborhood. 

David B. Hearn of 115 Allen 
avenue, submitted a petition 
signed by people in the area 
who are against the idea. 

Attorney Shrair declared that 
the proponents are willing to 
sacrifice whatever trees are 
necessary in order to get a new 
roadway and sidewalks.

City’s Future 
Depends On 
Planning 

o 

Newton’s future is dependent 
on good cify planning together 
with a capital budget to put 
it Into effect, Mayor Howard 
Whitmore told over 200 mem¬ 
bers and guests of the Newton 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
Service ‘Clubs of the city gath¬ 
ered in a joint meeting Tuesday 
night at the Normandie Room. 

Other points touched on by 
the Mayor in his discussion of 
“Newton — Past, Present and 
Future” were that, cooperative 
mertopolitan planning too 
should be developed, and he 
cited the auspicious start of 
the area conference of city of¬ 
ficials which was called in New¬ 
ton two weeks ago. Noting that 
traffic through Newton on 
Commonwealth Avenue had 
not reached the increase expect 
ed as a result of the Toll Road 
opening, he announced that a 
traffic count would be taken 
in the next week. 

Traffic, public works and 
public buildings would cost over 
$10 million in the next five 
years according to projects 
cited by the Mayor as he voiced 
approval that Board of Alder 
men had appointed a committee 
of three to examine the matter 
of appointing a planning con¬ 
sultant, which office had been 
provided for in this year’s city 
budget. 

President Dwight Colburn of 
the Chamber of Commerce gave 
a report on the Chamber’s pro¬ 
gress so far this year and in¬ 
troduced the head table guests 
who, led by former Mayor 
Lockwood, were Dr. John T. 
Evans, President of the Lions 
Club; Albert C. Horton, Presi¬ 
dent of the Newton Junior 
Chamber of Commerce; William

Spokesmen for the 
Mayor explained that he con¬ 
sidered the pay raise necessary 
in order to obtain a qualified 
man for the job.

Approved 

Traffic signal lights will be 
installed at the intersection of 
Oak and Chestnut sts. In New¬ 
ton Upper Falls under the terms 
of an ordinance adopted this 
week by a 13 3 vote of the 
Board of Aldermen. ^ 

The Aldermen who recorded 
themselves in opposition to the 
measure were Harry H. Ham. 
Jr., of Auburndale, Earl D. 
W’ood of Auburndale and Hirsh 
Sharf of Chestnut Hill. 

Aldermen William M. Powers 
and William H. Prentice led the 
fight for the lights, with Pren¬ 
tice supporting a motion offer¬ 
ed by Powers and declaring it 
is a “blind corner.” They point 
ed out that residents are seek 
ing the lights so children can 
cross the street safely while go¬ 
ing to and from school. 

When the objectors brought 
out that the Wilbur Smith As¬ 
sociates who made a $20,000 
traffic study for the city ques¬ 
tioned the need for traffic at 
the intersection, Aldermen Leo 
M. Cannon voiced doubt that 
the traffic experts even know 
where the crossing is located.

Raw- 
son filed the measure for State 
Public Safety Commissioner 
Otis M. Whitney. 

Under the terms of the meas¬ 
ure, any physician or any hos 
pital or clinic which treats any 
person who is an addict of any 
narcotic drug, must report the 
case immediately to the State 
department of public health and 
furnish a complete description 
of the Individual involved, the 
type of narcotic drug to which 
he has been adideted and, if 
possible, the source from which 
he obtained the drug. 

That record would be avail¬ 
able to any law-enforcement 
agency. 

“The dope pedlar is the most 
vicious and loathsome member 
of the criminal gentry,” de¬ 
clares Rawson. “The purpose of 
this act is to make it easier for 
our State and local police to ap 
prehend him and for the courts 
to put him out of circulation.”

Brownies Pay 
Milk Plant In 

Twenty-seven members of the 
Brownies, Troop 91, Newton 
under the leadership of Mrs. 
J J. Shapiro of 52 Kenilworth 
street, and 27 members of 
Pierce School, West Newton, 
visited the H. P. Hood and Sons 
milk processing plant In 
Charlestown recently. The ed¬ 
ucational tour featured the 
processing, testing and protec¬ 
tion of milk. 

The program included a brief 
talk on the collection of milk at 
the country farms and its trans¬ 
portation to the city plant. 
Later the group, escorted bv 
company guides, walked through 
the plant observing how milk 
is pasteurized, homogenized, 
automatically bottled and seal¬ 
ed ready for refrigeration and 
then delivery by one of several 
hundred route trucks The 
guides described how much of 
the processing equipment in a 
modern milk plant is taken 
apart every day to be washed 
and sterilized. They told how 
the quality of milk and other 
dairy products is controlled 
through the analysis of nearlv 
a million milk samples each 
year in a modern, well-equipped 
laboratory.

New Postage 
Stamp Issued 

A commemorative 4 • cent 
f-tamp portraying the American 
flag in natural colors will be 
issued at Washington, D.C on 
July 4, 1957, the Post Office 
Department announced today. 

The Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing has been conduct¬ 
ing experiment** in connection 
with the printing of bicolor 
stamps on a press acquired 
from the Giorgi Organization, 
Lausanne, Switzerland. It is 
believed that these experiments 
nave now* reached the point 
whore the Department is in a 
nosit ion to produce bicolor or 
multicolor stamps in a fast and 
economical manner. * 

The stamp will be arranged 
horizontally in a dark frame, 
printed on pregummed paper 
and issued in sheets of 50. The 
color of the stamp will be red, 
white and blue. The red and 
blue will be printed by the in¬ 
taglio process with the paper 
constituting the white, or the 
third color. The printing of 40,- 
C00.000 has been authorized. 

The central design of the 
stamp portrays the American 
flag waving in the breeze The 
quotation “Long May \t Wave” 
is shown directly beneath the 
flag. 

Stamp collectors desiring first 
day cancellations of the 4-cent 
American Flag Stamp may send 
addressed envelopes, together 
with money order remittance to 
cover the cost of the stamps to 
be affixed, to the Postmaster

Dr. Dura Louise Cockerel, di¬ 
rector of the Eliot Pearson 
School at. Tufts, from which all 
the current teachers graduated, 
is enthusiastic about the plan 
and characterizes it as "a point 
of leadership for the city of 
Newton”. Directors of nursery 
training schools appreciate hav¬ 
ing well-run, reputable classes 
in which their undergraduate 
girls can receive teachertrain¬ 
ing. 

Eases Transition 

The program has the blessing 
of the city’s school department, 
Dr. Richter, who has been inter 
ested in the classes since theii 
inception, feels that, they pro 
vide a valuable experience foi 
the child, making the adjust 
merit to actual school life easier 
and the job of the kindergarten 
teacher less difficult. 

Those who object to the idea 
point out that kindergarten was 
the class originally intended to 
bridge the gap between home 
and school. They also contend 
that nursery schools operating 
within public buildings cost the 
taxpayer money even though 
the costs rnay be hidden. Par 
ents whoso children attend 
some of Newton’s more crowded 
schools find it difficult to under¬ 
stand how space can possibly 
be available in school areas 
which may he adjacent to 
theirs. 

Still others arpue that all 
schools for four-year-olds, pub¬ 
lic or private, are little more 
than baby-sitting services and 
offer no more social experience 
than can be gained in old-fash¬ 
ioned, mother-supervised neigh¬ 
borhood play.

Status Probed 

The Newton Board of Alder- 
ment has requested an opinion 
from the City Solicitor on the 
legality of these schools. 

In general, the nursery pro¬ 
grams arc very fluid and “child 
initiated”. The day is built 
around a series of short units 
including work periords. juice 
time, rest, and indoor and out¬ 
door free play. The actual activ¬ 
ities planned are up to the indi¬ 
vidual teacher, as are the hand¬ 
ling of any disciplinary or social 
problems. All the schools util¬ 
ize the services of “helping 
teachers”, student trainees from 
local schools, and in some the 
mothers come on a rotating 
schedule to help out. 

Parents Pitch In 

Parent participation is active. 
Not only do they make much of 
the equipment, but they take 
charge of special outings or pro¬ 
jects, provide toys, books, and 
old clothes for dress-up, do 
painting and repairing of toys, 
and in general make up the 
price difference between coop¬ 
erative and private nursery 
schools by contributions of their 
time and abilities. Tuition runs 
from $115 to $150 a year in the 
“cooperatives”, whereas private 
nursery school fees generally 
start nearer $200 and can go 
much higher. 

Early in April, the schools 
formed a council which will 
serve as an advisory associa¬ 
tion in maters of program, fin 
ances, enrollment, health stand¬ 
ards, and new schools. Milton 
L. Kay is serving as chairman 
of the group, and Mrs. William 
Ranger Farrell is secretary. In 
attendance were representatives 
from each of the six schools. 

Picnics To Parakeets 

At Bowen, nursery classes 
art* now In their second year, 
with Mrs. Albert Haimes ac¬ 
cepting registrations for fall 
Plans at present call for Mrs. 
Florence Fried to return as 
teacher next year.

without adequate hotel and civic 
meeting facilities. Hotel Cor¬ 
poration of America motor 
hotels and motels will include 
such facilities to meet these 
needs.” 

The Newton structure like the 
others will be equipped with a 
large lobby, recreational loung¬ 
es, summing pool, fully air- 
conditioned facilities with TV 
sets In each guest room. 

Sonnan1>end believes that the 
Newion unit, like the others, 
will offer a “civic centre” as¬ 
pect which is particularly de¬ 
sirable.

Important Callers 


Within a short time members of the Newton fire de¬ 
partment will begin their annual task of checking homes 
and business places for the purpose of helping owners and 
occupants to eliminate fire hazards. 

The inspection is in no sense of the word a search 
carried out to find a violation of the law. 

It is designed to prevent one of the worst threats to 
safety of lives and property that can exist in any man¬ 
made building—fire. 

Tops in any household spring-cleaning program 
should be the elimination of those accumulations which 
create the hazard of fire. 

Through the winter and early spring that accumula¬ 
tion in the most orderly of homes can become a serious 
threat. 

And what holds true in private homes can be extend¬ 
ed to include mercantile and industrial places as well. 

When the firemen come to one- and two-family homes 
they arc obliged to obtain the consent of occupants to 
make their inspections. If the consent is withheld they 
will not make the inspection. 

It could very well be that you are unconsciously per¬ 
mitting a fire hazard to exist in your home. If you are 
you will appreciate the kindly, friendly advice of the vis¬ 
itors. 

Under instructions of Fire Chief Frederick A. Per¬ 
kins, Jr., the firemen will be making their visits in the 
spirit of cooperation. 

Their visits may well serve to prevent fire in your 
home. 

They should be made welcome and their advice should 
be followed.

fide candidate to run against Kennedy, some crackpot 
might grab the Republican nomination for U. S. Senate 
in next year’s primary and then weaken the entire Re¬ 
publican State ticket in the subsequent election. 

In a way the Republicans are profiting from the mis¬ 
take's the Democrats made in conceding two different 
elections to Senator Leverett Saltonstall when a strong 
candidate might conceivably have defeated him either 
time. 

The Democrats who rail against Saltonstall in 1944 
and 1948 were not crackpots. Neither, however, were 
they public figures of real stature. They had no strong 
appeal to the voters, and they certainly did not wage 
energetic campaigns against the present Senior Massa¬ 
chusetts Senator. 

A Maurice J. Tobin, a Paul A. Dever or a John F. 
Kennedy would have given Saltonstall a terrific fight in 
either 1944 or 1948 and might have defeated him. Foster 
1* urcolo, who cannot compare with any one of those three 
as a vote-getter, proved that in 1954 when he gave 
Saltonstall a close race after making a rather ordinary 
campaign. 

That is not intended as any reflection upon Salton¬ 
stall. ^ 1 lie tact is that Democratic tides were running in 
both ’44 and ’48, but the Democratic party in Massachu¬ 
setts didn’t have anyone in the U. S. Senate fight either 
year who could take advantage of the trend. Republican 
loaders have determined that they will not repeat that 
mistake. r 

So in the next 12 months the GOP chieftains in 
Massachusetts must find some Republican of stature and 
standing who is willing to carry the party banner against 
Kennedy. To assure getting a strong candidate a promise 
probably will be made that if he is defeated he will be 
lewarded with an appointment to a high federal post.

New Law Blow To Bookies 
Now Face Jail Sentences 

n . before the late, somewhat unlamented State 

Giime Commission came into being, Attorney General 
George b ingold advocated a mandatory jail sentence 
for bookies. 

His advocacy of the measure came as soon as he as¬ 
sumed oihce tor his first term back in 1953. Through his 
ong experience in gambling cases as an assistant At- 
to! ney General he’ knew the strength of the gambling 
uvei-loids. He knew the best methods for attack on or¬ 


ganized gambling. He had proved that with a long suc¬ 
cession of convictions. 

For some reason or other, the Legislature was loathe 
to go along with his suggestion that mandatory jail sen¬ 
tences would be a most powerful ally of law-enforcement 
officers. 

Now that a law has been enacted providing that 
hookies must be sent to jail on their second conviction, 
the occupation of bookmaking will have to be listed 
among the careers that are not only dishonorable but 
hazardous as well. 

Only the most naive are silly enough to believe that 
“those poor bookies” were putting up the fines which they 
were compelled to pay after the police nabbed them. That 
money obviously came out of the exchequers of the bosses. 

The bosses simply paid the fines. The bookie got one 
lecture from the judge and another from his employer. 
“Don’t do it again,” said the judge. “You gotta be more 
careful of them cops in the future,” said the boss. Then 
the bookie went back to work. 

The bosses merely checked up the fines against the 
cost of doing business. It was overhead. Actually, it 
was cheap overhead. The bookies didn’t mind too much 
—just the inconvenience of having to go to court. 

The bookie could shrug ofl a 850 fine somebody else 
paid for him. He’ll think twice before lie’ll risk a jail 
sentence which no one hr-t himself is going to serve. 
The turnover in the bookie trade is going to be heavy. 
The recruitment of new bookies is going to be tough. 

Attorney General Fingold’s ideas of 1953 are apt to 
be a far more crippling blow to organized gambling than 

the many-paged 1957 report of the Crime Commission.

House Vote on Death Sentence 
Referendum Reverse for Governor 

The action of the House of Representatives in killing 
one proposal in Governor Furcolo’s bright outline of 
things he‘wanted done—back in his first days in office— 
certainly had all the elements of a surprise reverse play 
on the football field. 

Just a few weeks back it appeared to be a lead pipe 
cinch that this session would go along with His Excel¬ 
lency and put up to the electorate the question of whether 
the State should retain the electric chair. 

That seemed to be a good way out of what was be¬ 
coming an intolerable situation. For 10 years Mr. Fur¬ 
colo’s predecessors on Beacon Hill had found one way or 
another to escape that awful last night when someone 
over in Charlestown’s old State Prison was scheduled to 
eat his final meal and walk his last few steps in this world. 

They used their powers of office, if need be, to com¬ 
mute the sentences of the doomed men, due to forfeit 
their lives for murder. For 10 years the Governors suc¬ 
ceeded in negating the chair. 

The commutations might not have been justified in 
the opinions of some law-enforcement officers. Whether 
they were is beside the question. They lifted from the 
shoulders of Governors the terrible responsibility of know¬ 
ing that a man had died when a few words pronounced 
by themselves could have prevented sudden, if legal, death. 

If the House had followed its predicted path and let 
the public decide whether to keep or abolish the electric 
chair—Governor Furcolo would have been eminently justi¬ 
fied in holding up the executions of the three Lovinger 
slayers as well as that of Domcnick L. Bonomi. 

If the electorate at the next State election said, “Keep 
the chair,” he might well be able to pass on the final de¬ 
cision to a successor. At least, he could have considered 
such a referendum result as a mandate ordering him to 
follow the final decisions of the court in matters of the 
extreme penalty. 

If tlie people said, “Abolish the chair,” he would 
have every reason to consider that a mandate. And 
since it was a mandate lie would have moral cause to 
commute the sentences of any persons ordered to die. 

The House exhibited no uncertainty in its decision 
to kill the referendum. The vote was an overwhelming 
83 to 9. That was one of the most one-sided expressions 
of House sentiment on a major issue in recent years. 

Undoubtedly, the Governor himself added to its 
avalanche proportions when ho put too much acid in his 
message to the Legislature on the budget. Legislators in 
both parties certainly weren’t thinking in over-fond 
terms of Mr. Furcolo when the electric-chair-referendum 
came before them. 

If the vote stands, and there is every reason to be¬ 
lieve it will for the Legislature has demonstrated through 
the years an aversion to tinkering with our capital punish¬ 
ment laws, Furcolo will find himself obliged to make a 
couple of tough decisions. 

One will be the case of the Lovinger killers; the other 
that of Bonomi. Sooner or later the due process of law 
will be exhausted in both cases. There’s always a chance, 
of course, that the courts or the Executive Council will 
; decide the men should not be executed. 

If they do not, Furcolo will be left all alone on a 
spot no one will envy—particularly any ex-Governor who 
I had to make the same final decision. 

That 83 to 9 vote, in many ways, could be one of 
the toughest reverses the Governor is obliged to suffer 

during his entire administration. 

• • • • 

Does He Favor Sales Tax? 

Attorney Joseph F. Healey, the new State Tax Com- 
! missioner, drafted Governor Furcolo’s limited 3 percent 
; sales tax bill and appeared before the legislative commit- 
; tee on taxation in favor of it. 

But now a doubt has been raised as to whether Healey 
is actually for a sales tax, against it or neutral on the 
issue. Whatever his position may be, one thing seems 
clear. That is that two of the State’s top Democratic lead¬ 
ers obviously have their signals crossed. 

When Healey’s nomination as Tax Commissioner was 
before the Governor’s Council for confirmation. Councillor 
Charles J. Gabriel announced that he was going to vote 
to confirm Healey’s appointment but added that this did 
not mean he was for the sales tax. 

In the discussion which ensued two conflicting state¬ 
ments were made as to what Mr. Healey really thinks 
about the sales tax. Said Governor Furcolo: “It is my 
understanding that Mr. Healey believes there is no answer 
to the State’s fiscal problem other than a sales tax.” 

Said Lieutenant Governor Murphy: “Mr. Healey in- 
I dicated to me as late as yesterday that he is not necessa- 
'iily in favor of a sales tax.” 

Apparently, you pay your money and take your pick. 



Brass Quintet Holds Four 
Concerts In Schools Here 


Some of the elementary school 
children who heard the N. Y. 
BrasS Quintet this week had 
the unusual experience of being 
invited to the stage to try a 
turn on the Tuba. This is a ty¬ 
pical example of the informal¬ 
ity of all the Young Audiences’ 
school concerts, and one of the 
features which make this scries 
unique. 

The performance of the Brass 
Quintet at four Newton schools. 
Oak Hill, Claflin, Ward and 
Hyde, was the final concert in 
the Young Audiences’ 'music 
series for this year. These con¬ 
certs, bringing fine artists into 
the schools to play great music 
are sponsored and financed by 
the individual schools’ Parent- 
teachers Associations. The se¬ 
ries is planned in such a way 
that the diverse instrumental 
groups presented really consti¬ 
tute a whole course in music 
covering a wide range of sub¬ 
ject matter: music appreciation, 
history or music, instruments 
anil their uses, rhythm, etc. 

This concert was of a high 
lovel consistent with those given 
previously. Each musician, act¬ 


ing as spokesman for his own 
instrument, explained the orig¬ 
ins of his instrument and de¬ 
monstrated how composers have 
used it in symphony or opera. 
Several selections written for 
brass quintet, consisting of first 
and second trumpet, French 
Horn, Trombone, and tuba were 
played. Other music featured 
smaller combinations, a trum¬ 
pet duet, and a Trio for French 
Horn, trumpet, and trombone. 
The success of the program per¬ 
haps lies in the method of pre¬ 
sentation. The musicians have 
developed a technique of nat¬ 
ural, informal, often humorous 
explanation and invite the chil¬ 
dren’s participation in the form 
of questions, musical games, 
and occasionally trying the in¬ 
struments. 

The music series, becoming 
increasingly popular as a P.T.A. 
program for children will be 
shared by at least seven schools 
next year. The planning for the 
programs will be under the di¬ 
rection of the Music Department 
of the Newton School System 
of which James Remley is the 
supervisor.

Criticizes Parade Route 

Editor: 

It has come to my attention 
that the Mayor decided to use 
Commonwealth avenue for this 
year’s Memorial Day Parade 
route. The decision of the 
Mayor is to be deplored in view 
of the problems which have 
been created by reason of the 
greatly increased traffic on 
that thoroughfare from the 
Massachusetts Turnpike. 

The relations of the City and 
its elected officers with the 
Turnpike Authority have al¬ 
ready been strained to the limit 
over the projected route of the 
extension of the Turnpike into 
Boston. 

If the Mayor selected the 
Parade route to further his 
apparently personal feud with 
the Chairman of the Authority, 
it is certainly time to call a 
halt in the interests of the 
City. Nothing can be gained 
by further antagonizing Mr. 
Callahan and his associates, es¬ 
pecially if alternatives are 
available, as they undoubtedly 
are in the case of the .Parade 
route. 

"Sometimes I wonder if the 
Mayor has forgotten the resi¬ 
dents of the South Side of the 
City who have for years put up 
with extremely aggravating 
traffic bottle-necks at Brookline 
Village. Kenmore square and 
Chestnut Hill which the exten¬ 
sion would tend to alleviate. 
Furthermore, where Newton 
does lie astride the western ap¬ 
proaches to Boston, can we 
reasonably expect all the other 
people in the Commonwealth to 
subordinate their best inter¬ 
ests to ours? 

Obviously, the answer is to 
make the best of a poor situa¬ 
tion rather than make it worse. 
Perhaps the saddest part of the 
story is that our own repre¬ 
sentatives voted to create this 
entire problem and raised no 
voice in protest when other ac¬ 
cess roads into Boston which 
created problems for other cit¬ 
ies and towns were proposed 
and carried into effect.

“W’e continue to bo very 
grateful to our hosts and look 
forward eagerly and enthusi¬ 
astically not only to the dis¬ 
cussions we are about to hear, 
but also to another opportunity 
to meet friends and neighbors 
socially. 

“In his letter of invitation to 
join in this citizens’ meeting to 
discuss the subject of ‘improv- 
ng the business climate of 
Massachusetts’ the Reverend 
W. Seavcy Joyce, Dean of the 
College of Business Adminis¬ 
tration, stated that \ . . more 
attention is being devoted every 
day to this new kind of climate 
—to the attitude of government 
toward Industry and the atti- 
ude of industry toward govern¬ 
ment’. 

“This is certainly a note¬ 
worthy statement one which is 
a challenge to us for thought 
and action. It is the keynote of 
this fourth annual conference 
on economic problems of the 
Boston area. In the minds of 
loo many of our citizens there 
is the erroneous feeling or im¬ 
pression that business and gov¬ 
ernment are antagonists, that 
they are pulling in opposite di¬ 
rections and that they appear 
cither unwilling or incapable of 
working together constructively 
for the advancement of the eco¬ 
nomic and social welfare of all 
citizens. Business often blames 
government and government 
too frequently accuses business 
of being domineering, dicta¬ 
torial and grasping. 

“Fortunately, of late a more 
rational approach has been 
evidenced in their relations. A 
better understanding of the 
problems of each is developing. 
One of the many and diverse 
responsibilities of government 
is to aid in the promotion of 
free enterprise and to encour¬ 
age and assist the growth of 
business. On the other hand, 
business and industry have an 
obligation to understand the 
problems of government and to 
contribute their fair share to 
the full support of government, 
not only in a material way, 
through taxes, but also by help¬ 
ing to frame and develop 
policies which will advance the 
social standards of our people. 

“While the broad subject to 
be discussed at this conference 
varies somewhat from those of 
previous conferences, it seems 
to be they have many ingredi¬ 
ents in common. They all con¬ 
cern matters of vital impor¬ 
tance to the metropolitan area. 
They are being discussed at a 
time when not only the popula¬ 
tion of the area is shifting, but 
also, as we would expect, the 
centers of business and indus¬ 
try are changing.

Newton parents today want 
music for their children for ex¬ 
actly the same reasons parents 
wanted music for their children 
in the thirties said Mrs. Mabel 
Worth as she prepared to retire 
from he post as executive direc¬ 
tor of the All-Newton Music 
School after 25 years of service. 

In a rare hour spent looking 
backwards, Mrs. 'Worth asserted 
that very few parents wish their 
children to become professional 
musicians. Their goals In gen¬ 
eral, she said, are one with 
those of the school — they want 
their youngsters to enjoy music 
in the home, in school, in col¬ 
lege, in adult life and in com¬ 
munity service — and with it to 
enrich and round out the cultur¬ 
al experiences of their lives. 

Mrs. Worth, who was guest 
of honor at a reception which 
followed the music school’s 46th 
annual spring concert last Wed¬ 
nesday night at the Beethoven 
School, was cited for her devo¬ 
tion to her work and her impact 
on the musical culture of the 
community. Following a con¬ 
gratulatory message by Mayor 
Howard Whitmore, Jr., she was 
presented with a diamond-stud¬ 
ded watch and a check from 
trustees, parents and teachers 
at the school. 

Since ’ coming to the music 
school in 1932, Mrs. Worth has 
noted a definite shift in the pop¬ 
ularity of band instruments. 
“The strings have suffered’’ she 
says. “Nowadays everyone 
wants to play a wind intru- 
ment so they can be in the band 
and perform in a relatively 
short time. The brasses are eas¬ 
ier to learn in the beginning,’’ 
she admits, “and no one can 
hear a sour note or two over the 
noise of the band! You have to 
be a much better player before 
you can really perform on a 
stringed instrument," she de¬ 
clared. 

Vocal lessons are popular, and 
the flute is enjoying a vogue, 
but of course, says Mrs. Worth, 


the basic instrument is the 
piano. Or the 487 students en¬ 
rolled, over 300 are studying 
piano and many teachers feel 
that at least a year of piano 
should precede the study of any 
other instrument. Space limita¬ 
tions and the lack of sound¬ 
proof rooms prevent the teach¬ 
ing of brasses at the music 
school at present. 

Whatever the instrument, It 
is practice that presents a per¬ 
ennial problem. Mrs. Worth de¬ 
scribed the present theory of en¬ 
couraging young people to go 
to the piano often for short per¬ 
iods. Instead of setting the tim¬ 
er for 30 hard and fast minutes, 
it is felt that two or three brief 
sessions with the practice pieces 
every day accomplishes the 
same purpose with a minimum 
of pain. For beginners, at least 
a half hour a day of practice is 
considered essential. 

Despite her own early musical 
training, Mrs. Worth’s principal 
duties have been administrative 
and organizational and count¬ 
less Newton families who have 
been in contact with her over 
the years will attest to her gen¬ 
ius in this capacity. She first 
served as assistant to Miss Eliz¬ 
abeth Fyffe, the school’s found¬ 
er, who recently celebrated her 
90th birthday and still lives here 
in Newtonville. Upon Miss 
FyfTe’s retirement in 1942, she 
was made executive director. 

Born in Brooklyn, N. Y. f Mrs. 
Worth studied piano as a young 
girl from the age of seven right 
through her days at Girls’ High 
School. Following graduation 
from Maxwell Teachers’ College, 
and graduate study at Adelphi 
and Columbia, she became an 
elementary teacher in New 
York City’s public school sys¬ 
tem. As a young school’marm, 
she continued with her music 
by studying voice for five years 
under Mme. Gertrude Albrecht 
of New York. 

Then came her marridge to 
William C. Worth and a busy 
period devoted to caring for 
home and husband, and event¬ 
ually two small daughters. The 
family moved to West Newton 
in 1930, and Mrs. Worth’s first 
contact with the music school 
was through her daughter, Ma¬ 
bel, who studied violin there 
with Miss Fyffe. She is now 
Mrs. Nicholas Juliani of Welles¬ 
ley Hills. Another daughter, 
Jean, is a legal secretary, and 
makes her home at 23 Perkins 
St., with her parents. 

This pleasant and capable 
lady plans to make the most of 
her retirement. “After so many 
years of being busy", she said, 
“I am really looking forward to 
domesticity. I am going to try 
to be a lady of leisure and to 
do some of the things I enjoy 
that I’ve had little time for, 
such as painting, handwork, 
and possibly some writing." 
Mrs. Worth also expressed the 
hope of being more active in 
club and other activities at the 
Second Church in West New¬ 
ton where she had been a mem¬ 
ber since 1921.

at the G.A.R. Memorial. Tears 
dampened many eyes as the 
strains of taps rolled across 
the green slopes of the cem¬ 
etery. 

Traffic was extremely heavy 
on Newton’s main thorough¬ 
fares as countless thousands 
made their yearly pilgrimage 
to cemeteries to kneel at the 
final resting places of loved 
ones and recall the bright mem¬ 
ories of yesterday. 

Senator Saltonstall in his 
Memorial Day oration cited 
our responsibility to safeguard 
the freedom for which Amer¬ 
ican heroes have fought and 
died on battlefields dating back 
to Concord Bridge and Bunker 
Hill. 

“Once again we have come 
to Newton Cemetery to pay 
honor on Memorial Day to 
those who have given their 
lives in our country’s wars," 
Saltonstall told his listeners. 

“To these men we owe a 
great debt — a debt which 
neither we nor succeeding gen¬ 
erations will ever repay," he 
continued. 


sia. The second is the clear 
position of the V. S. today as 
the leader of the free world," 
Saltonstall went on. 

‘‘Our first obligation Is to 
keep our military and economic 
strength at such a level that 
no nation however ambitious 
for world domination will dare 
to attack us. We know that 
we will never attack another 
nation unless we are attacked 
first, and our military objective 
is deterrence — keeping poten¬ 
tial aggressors convinced tlint 
any attack upon the United 
States would mean Instant and 
devastating retaliation. 

“We must maintain our ro¬ 
sea rcli and developments in the 
new implements of war. We 
must have alert and well i 
trained men, and we must he 
effective in the new military 
doctrines. Recent years have 
seen the creation of new na¬ 
tions rising from a universal 
desire for freedom. These years 
have also seen our country be¬ 
come the leader of all free na¬ 
tions, both old and new’—na¬ 
tions which believe in self-gov¬ 
ernment and freedom. 

“Our relationships with nil 
nations must be built on trust 
and confidence. \ye must con¬ 
tinue to keep our word once 
given. When we have made 
firm commitments like the U. 
N. Charter, we must keep those 
commitments. Our leadership 
will thus be one of responsibil¬ 
ity and honor. 

“Finally, here at home we 
must maintain the moral and 
spiritual strength without 
which no nation can endure," 
Saltonstall said. 

"Peace, liberty and justice— 
these are the great goals of 
mankind. May God grant that 
we may be successful in 
achieving them," the senator 
asserted.

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education for their next year’s 
local program. A study of 
Newton’s relationship to re¬ 
gional planning for the Metro¬ 
politan area is the first item. 
The intent of this item is to 
examine how Newton fits into 
the picture of regional planning. 

A study of more effective 
utilization of teachers’ skills, 
and the Community resources, 
as a means of coping with the 
teacher shortage in Newton is 
planned as the second item on 
the Newton League’s Current 
Agenda.

The spirit of American chil¬ 
dren is not equaled in the youth 
of any other country in the 
world, according to Clarence C. 
Churchhill, principal of the Hyde 
School, who addressed some 70 
Girl Scout parents at the New¬ 
ton Girl Scout Council’s spring 
meeting last Thursday. 

Crediting the* Girl Scout move¬ 
ment with fostering the initia¬ 
tive and resourcefulness w'hich 
go into hhe making of this 
spirit, Mr. Churchhill. one of 
five panelists who spoke on the 
topic “Men Look at Girl Scout¬ 
ing,” urged that public schools 
participate more actively in 
Scouting by: 

1. Providing meeting places 
for Scouts and Brownies; 

2. Exhibiting films on Scout¬ 
ing; 

3. Distributing in school li¬ 
braries Scout publications. 

Moderator of the discussion, 
held at the Beethoven School, 
was Arthur T. Gregorian, busi¬ 
ness and civic leader, whose 
w'ife is a former council presi¬ 
dent. Pointing out that there 
are approximately 1100 adults 
working with the 3000 Newton 
Girl Scouts and Brownies, Mr. 
Gregorian emphasized the op¬ 
portunities for service to the 
community which are open to 
fathers participating in Scout¬ 
ing. 

Rev. Benjamin R. Andrew's, 
Jr., minister of the Central 
Congregational Church, Newton¬ 
ville. praised Scouting for its 
development of constructive use 
of leisure time with interests 
that remain with the girls their 
entire lives.

A three-day schedule Is plan¬ 
ned by Dr. Israel J. Kazis, 
spiritual leader of the temple, 
and Leon H. Kramer, the school 
principal. 

Boys and girls up to the age 
of right will be given instruc¬ 
tions twice during the week and 
on a Sunday. The school con¬ 
ducts a complete audio-visual 
I rogram. 

Five-year-old children will at¬ 
tend kindergarten, while the 


six and seven-year-olds will en 
ter the first and second grad® 
of Sunday School. 

Curriculum in the new He 
brew School, which has been 
conducted for three years at 
its temporary headquarters, 
will include Jewish history, cus¬ 
toms and ceremonies, Hebrew 
language and instruction in 
prayer book readings. 

Plans are being made for a 
nursery school for three and 
four-year-olds to start In Janu 
ary. Other plans include a sum 
mer day school which utilized 
the outdoor play areas sur 
rounding the temple.

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Rawson 
Balks Wire 
Tap Ban 

Representative George E. 
Rawson of Newton offered one 
brief but effective argument 
during a recent debate on a 
measure which would restrict 
the Attorney General and Dist¬ 
rict Attorneys of the State in 
the use of wire tapping to ob¬ 
tain evidence in criminal cases. 

The legislative debate had 
proceeded at length. Before the 
House was a bill which would 
require the Attorney General 
and D.A.’s to obtain court ap¬ 
proval before they could tap 
a telephone wire. 

Proponents argued it was a 
measure designed to protect 
people’s right to privacy. Op¬ 
ponents declared it would serve 
to hobble law enforcement offi¬ 
cers — they wanted it side¬ 
tracked via the route of setting 
it aside until the next Legisla¬ 
ture. 

Representative Rawson toss¬ 
ed in a bit of sound practical 
observation. It lacked some of 
the high-sounding oratorical 
flights other legislators were 
using pro and con. 

Said the Newton representa¬ 
tive: “It is awfully easy for 
someone who can’t button his 
lip to let slip that somebody’s 
wires are going to be tapped. 

“I have been advised by a 
former District Attorney—now 
a judge — to vote against a 
similar bill two years ago be¬ 
cause it would put two strikes 
on a law enforcement officer." 

Shortly after that a vote was 
taken. 

The Result — the measure 
was sidetracked for another 
year at least.

Disabled Vets 
Being Certified 
For $2000 Tax Cut 

Cards certifying disability re¬ 
quirements for disabled Massa¬ 
chusetts’ veterans planning to 
make application for real es¬ 
tate tax exemption on their 
homes will start going into the 
mails June 17. 

Under Massachusetts law vet¬ 
erans of both World Wars and 
the Korean conflict rated as 10 
per cent or more disabled by 
the Veterans Administration 
are entitled to a $2000 real es¬ 
tate tax exemption. 

The cards certifying such dis¬ 
ability are mailed out each year 
by the Veterans Administra¬ 
tion. 

Most veterans who received 
such a certificate from the VA 
in the past will receive the of¬ 
ficial card automatically, Man¬ 
ager William J. Blake of the 
VA’s Boston Regional Office 
explains. He said it will not be 
necessary for veterans to write 
or contact VA unless they fail 
to receive their certificate by 
July 1. 

In the cases of other veterans 
it will be necessary to write 
VA stating name, address, 
claim number and purpose of 
certification. 

These include: 

(1) Those rated as ten per¬ 
cent or more disabled for the 
first time during the year 1956. 

(2) Those who have a ten 
per cent disability, but who 
have waived it in favor of non¬ 
service-connected pension. 

(3) Veterans who purchased 
their homes during 1956. 

(4) Veterans whose claims
